THE PASSING OF KING EDWARD. 


WITH a suddenness utterly benumbing, the Nation has been called upun to 
bear one of the greatest calamities which imagination could picture. 
When the last issue of this journal went to press Britain’s choicest son 
was, so far as was known, in the full vigour of late manhood, a power. for 
all that was best in kingship, able still to exercise the great position of 
influence he had made for himself in the world, for the good for which he 
so constantly wrought with untiring zeal. Before that same issue was in 
the hands of our readers the life of KING E»WARD was known to be in 
imminent peril, and within a few hours he whom we loved so well had gone 
to his long home and the mourners were about the streets! Nevertheless, 
the blow which fatestruck as a personal and individual sorrow upon every- 
one of KInG EDWARD'S subjects throughout. the Empire was tempered per- 
chance with mercy in just the suddenness with which it was dealt. We were 
spared the anxiety of long vigil at the bed of sickness, the suspense of 
watching the fluctuations of a lengthy illness, the ineffable pain of seeing a 
precious life ebbing away before our eyes. MNT j*T 13 “ Blessed be the 
upright Judge”! 

What the nation has lost in the death of KING EDWARD it is as yet too 
early even to contemplate. It is the personal bereavement, the individual 
affliction which all to-day bemoan who bore allegiance to the KING, whom 
God has called to eternal rest. And chiefest amongst them is her who 
for long years was his nearest and dearest—our widowed 1! EEN, 
“From the depth of my poor broken heart,” the QUEEN-MOTHER has spoken 
to the people—the people who love and respect her so well. To her, in 
response, our hearts go out in sympathy rendered the keener by 
our own grief. May the Almighty bring to her the comfort of 
His gracious spirit—may He bind up the wound and assuage the poignant 
pain! As with her, so in a lesser degree with us all, when KING EDWARD 
passed away we felt we had lost one that was close to and beloved of us. 
Here, indeed, is to be found at once his greatest power, his highest triumph 
and the finest tribute that can be paid him. He was the friend of every 
one of his subjects—all felt that in him they had that most conspicuous 
attribute of kingship, the determination to guard their rights, to defend 
their interests, to promote their welfare. This place in the estimate of 
his people we may be sure he would never have attained had 
he not possessed qualities of devotion to duty, of broadminded- 
ness, of wide sympathy, of unerring tact and good sense. By common 
accord they were his in a marked degree. It is, hence, not 
remarkable that we Jews mourn in the KING’s death the loss of him whom we 
felt was one of our best of friends. Every section of his people, every class 
in his vast Empire had thus come to regard him, and with good reason. 
But we shall never forget that it was under the auspices of the reign that 
has just mournfully closed that for the first time in modern history a 
scheme for the amelioration of the lot of the Jewish people as a people was 
proposed by Government. There is no harm now in saying that in regard 
to that proposal KING EpWARD himself evinced the strongest interest. A 
Minister, responsible for the matter, he charged: “ Do the very best you 
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can for that great poor people!” This alone is sufficient to enshrine his 
memory in the hearts of Jews everlastingly. 

There was, however, one quality in which the late Kin excelled that 
never failed to touch the Jewish imagination, for it pursued a great Jewish 
ideal. His passionate love of peace and the work to which it impelled him 
will probably be the outstanding feature of his reign upon which the 
historian will fasten. No greater tribute indeed could attach to any 
King than to be known, as Kino Epwarp assuredly will be, as ** Peace- 
maker.” That glorious name, tohiscredit, marks him infinitely more surely as 
true herothanbattlesfoughtand won with what valoursoever ; forthe keeping 
and making of peace demand the very highest characteristics of bravery and 
of courage. In all he did in his capacity of Peacemaker, KING EDWARD 
served not alone his own country but the whole world—for as nothing 
casts such blight as war or the fear of war, nothing blesses as does peace 
and the assurance of peace. Our Rabbis knew this when they declared :— 

PIN? Ove Ay Oven 
It is to the Earth as leaven is to dough!” 

Truly a great King has gone to his rest. May the Almighty King of 
Kings cause his soul to repose in eternal life, “ beholding thy Majesty and 
delighting in thy reward ”! 

To him upon whom KING EpWARD's death has caused to fall the 
grievous burden of a high heritage we offer the deep expression of sympathy, 
for, as he has himself so well put it, he has been bereft of “ not only a father's 
love, but the affectionate and intimate relations of adear friend and adviser.” 
To him, too, we proffer, in common with our fellow citizens, the expression 
of our profound loyalty on his accession to the throne of this country. 
The evidences he, as PRINCE OF WALES, has given of his ability worthily to 
fill the high office to which he has been called are not few, and he has the 
priceless advantage of the aid and help inthe work before him of a Consort 
whose ,ualities of mind and heart have already been proved of high order. 
It is mere commonplace to say—but it is as well tosay it—that throughout 
the length and breadth of the vast Empire which Georce V. now rules, no 
subjects of his are more loyal, none more attached to his throne and per- 
son than those who are our coreligionists. 


Great is peace! 


“With one Voice and Consent 
of Tongue and Heart” their earnest prayer to Heaven is that he may be 
granted strength and health long to reign over us, and that his rule may 
be blessed with happiness, with content, and with peace. 


Week by Week. 


Broadly, the record, so far as Jewish affairs were 
concerned, of King Edward's reign was in accord 
with His Majesty's own sentiments. The King was, 
above all, singularly free from anything in the 
nature of racial or religious bigotry. And the years during“which he 
ruled were characterised on the whole by the same feature. Here and 
there, as at Limerick, there were anti-Semitic outbreaks.’ But such 


outbursts were isolated and sporadic, and did not affect the main stream 
of social tendency. The one regrettable.deviation lay in the Aliens Act. 
That most unfortunate piece of legislation will always be deplored not 
only by Jews but by many of their fellow-citizens of other faiths. But 
against that enactment must be set the remarkable victories in other fields 
in the cause of religious liberty. The reign of King Edward saw a Jew 
governing an important British colony and another coreligionist admitted— 
for the first time in English history —to the Cabinet. It witnessed the surpris- 
ing phenomenon of three Jews holding office in a Government at one and the 
Same time. It saw a record number of Jews returned to the House of 
Commons. It was, too, marked by many another achievément equally 
creditable to the Jews and to the State of which they form part. During 
the reign of King Edward our community celebrated the Jubilee of their 
emancipation. Nobody can doubt that the results of that great act of 
justice, so far from being retarded or stunted under the late King, were 
accelerated and enlarged in a truly gratifying manner. The cause of 
racial equality, in a word, did not halt while King Edward ruled, but 
marched forward with all but unbroken step. His Majesty contributed 
not a little towards the entente cordiale with Russia. To that step he was 
led by diplomatic policy and love of international peace. Jews in this 
country have often looked back with feelings of regret at the spectacle of 
free Britain clasping the hand of the Russian bureaucracy. Bat so far as 
King Edward was concerned, it will always be remembered with satisfaction 
and gratitude that he did not—if report speak true—shrink from speaking 
the word that might bring relief to our stricken Russian brethren. if 
to-day the walls of the Pale still stand, and the Russian Jew is still an out- 
cast, it is not for lack of the word in season or of the personal example 


which His Majesty's own relations with individual members of our race 
always set. 


King Edward’s 
Reign. 


That King George V. will preserve the lofty traditions of 
King _ his predecessor on the throne there is happily no room to 
George V. doubt. His Majesty, in the noble speech which he 
delivered to the Privy Council, last Saturday, declared 
that the earnest object of his life would be to endeavour to follow in 
King Edward's footsteps. In that declaration lies a pledge—if any were 
needed —of equal treatment and regard for all his Majesty's subjects 
irrespective of creed. English Jews cherish with lively pleasure the 
recollection of the occasion when King George visited the Jewish 
Home for Incurables in its original habitation in Victoria Park 
Road. In this kindly act, King George was only living up to 
the fine traditions of his house. In years gone by the Duke of 
Sussex and the Duke of Cambridge, and in very recent years the Princess 
Louise and Princess Christian, have laid our community under a debt of 
obligation by the patronage they extended to our charitable institutions. 
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That these precedents will not be departed from in the reign which jc 
opening—we hope with glorious results to the Empire—is beyond ny doubt. 
If anything could add to the sincere devotion with which Jews regard the 
Sovereign, it is his filial reverence, his uncompromising sense of di): \, and, 
above all, his ideal bome-life. All our people will, therefore, warily joip 
the rest of the Empire in laying at the foot of the Throne their dutiful 
and respectful homage-a homage to which formal expression «(||| , 
doubt be given in due course by those who speak for the Jews of the 
islands.

The King of Roumania on the Jewish Question. 


A representative of the Neue Freie Presse has had an important interview 
with the King of Roumania in the course of which His Majesty made highly 
significant references to the Roumanian Jews. 
| King Charles spoke with regret of the large number of illiterates to be 

; 7% found among his subjects, and the interviewer suggested that the Jew- 
ige baiting might be attributed to this lack of culture. 
The King replied: “ The Jewish question has been one of the greatest 
cares of my reign, and it continues to cause me trouble.” 

The interviewer interposed with the bold remark: *‘ From your Majesty's 
enlightened character one would expect just decisions, and from your 
Majesty's subjects a jast evolution in the direction of equal rights for all.” 

To this the King retorted: “For us the Jewish question is not a 
: question of religion; it is an economic question. The Roumanian is by 
nature tolerant. Bat it is the economic supremacy of the Jews in the face 
of which national feeling assumes an attitude of hostility. Agrarian 
banks have been founded. They may help in protecting the Roumanian 
element from pernicious exploitation. Moreover,’ the king added, “one 
cannot with impunity withstand national feeling. He would be no statesman 
who attempted to ride rough-shod over popular passions. Feelings and 
passions must be recagnised by the real statesman, and, if necessary, 
restricted. But whoever shuts his eyes to their existence, instead of fathom- 
ing their origins and intervening didactically, would be no statesman.”’ 

The interviewer suggested that the more objective outlook of 
monarchs who walk “ in the high-places of men” is often able to subdue 
popular passion.

The Roumanian Senate Passes the Industries Law. 


The Industries Law has been finally passed by the Senate, but it is 
believed that the Government will not lay it before the Chamber of Deputies 
as they haye taken note of the fact that the country does not want it. 

The Senate adopted the following, among other modifications, in M. 
Orleanu’'s Bill :-— 

1, The Minister demanded that all indastrialists, whether they had or 
had not demanded privileges, should be obliged to conform to the disposi- 
tions of the law. The Senate decided that the acceptance of privileged 
persons should remain optional, 

: 2. The Minister wished to arrogate to himself the right of imposing on 
industrialists apprentices of his own choice and in a proportion to be deter- 
mined by him. The Senate threw out this proposal. 

& +. Finally, the Senate eliminated the mining and petrole i 

The definitive tenour of Article 7 which concerns personnel is as follows - 
The personnel of industrial establishments is divided into five categories : 
(1) administrative; (2) superior technical; (3 special masters and work- 

y men; (1) ordinary workmen ; and (5) agents for placing the manufactured 
articles. 

After five years of the management of a factory, under the present law 
foreign employes of the categories mentioned above shall not exceed thirty- 
five per cent. of the total number. Moreover, salaries paid to them shall 
not exceed twenty-five per cent. of the total wages to the entire staff. As 
far as technical personnel and special workmen are concerned, this propor- 
tion is to be enforced only while they are in Roumania. As regards *he 

‘ty administrative personnel, the proportion of foreigners will be reduced at 

least to a half, as vacancies may arise. The director or directors of indus- 
trial establishments, the administrator or administrators delegated by 
SS societies, in the event of the industry being connected with a society, may 
BY a be foreigners and will not be affected by the proportions fixed for each 
category.

Ritual Accusations in Russia. 


Keports from various parts of the Empire relate of pogrom panics in 
more than one provincial town during the Passover week. At Zelva (near 
Grodn»), a six-year-old Russian child was lost and found dead from starva- 
tion ina forest. The peasants, incited by the Real Russians, threw all the 
. blame for the death of the child on the Jews, asserting that the latter 
: intended to use her blood for Passover, but took her to the forest on 
bearing of the threats of the Russian population. Fortunately the 
police are taking steps to suppress attacks on the Jews. At Mohileff, 
| a Kussian servant, employed in a Jewish house, disappeared, and the 
local Black Hundreds commenced a campaign against the mistress, 
threatening her coreligionists with violence, unless the girl was restored 
to her parents. The police here, too, intervened, and found the missing 
servant. The Polish organ, the Gonetz, invented a report of a desecra- 


tion of a Catholic cemetery by Jews at Zambrov. The anti- 
: Semitic paper wished to arouse the feelings of the local Poles against 
the Jews, and to create disturbances during the Passover holidays, but the 
rabl) of the townlet and the Warsaw Jews promptly demonstrated the 
innocence of our coreligionists inthe act. Ina village near Mazir (Minsk) 
a priest killed his attendant with a view to robbing him. After performing 
the foul deed he threw his body into a stable adjoining a Jewish inn and 
encouraged the population to think that the owner of the latter committed 
the erime for ritual purposes. The police arrested the innkeeper and a 
j driver, and the Real Rassians began to make preparations to take advantage 
of the situation, when a few moujiks informed the authorities that they saw 
the priest and his wife carrying a suspicious parcel into the Jewish stable.

The Johannesburg Hebrew Congregation. 
From our Correspondent. | 
JOHANNESBURG. 

The eighteenth annual meeting of the Johannesburg Hebrew Congrega- 
tion was held on April 17th in the schoolroom adjoining the synagogue. The 
President, Mr. J. L. Ginsberg, in presenting the report and balance-sheet, 
said that it was a source of great satisfaction to be able to report that the 
period of extreme depression seemed to have lightened considerably during 
the past twelve months, and that it was fervently hoped that the ensuing 
year might be one of increasing prosperity and happiness to the whole com- 
munity of Johannesburg. It was with much pleasure that he recorded an 
increase of £107 in the cash receipts, as compared with the previous year, 
the cash receipts being £3,584. During the year the congregation. had 
reduced its liability to the South African Mutual Society by £500, to the 
Netherlands Bank by £250, and to the Government.ior the drainage of the 
synagogue and the school by £150. The Executive reported that during 
the year under review, the long outstanding question of “ Title” to the 
congregations stands on which the synagogue, Chazan's house and school are 
built, has been finally settled, both to the satisfaction of the Government 
and the congregation. For this result Mr.S. Raphaely was mainly respon- 
sible, and the thanks of the congregation were due to him. He was first 
instrumental in having introduced into the Townships Act, 1908, a clause 
allowing of the removal of the servitudes, and he had ever since personally 
conducted the negotiations with the Government, which were concluded 
by a letter, dated February 10th, 1910, from the Registrar of Mining 
Rights, written on instructions from the Minister of Lands, which once 
and for all sets this matter atrest. The Ministers dealing with this question, 
as in all other matters on which the Executive had had occasion to interview 
them, treated the congregation with the utmost courtesy and generosity, 
and he would ask the meeting to pass a resolution thanking them for all they 
had done in removing the restrictions and encumbrances from the aforesaid 
stands. The large decrease in their bond and overdraft was due to the 
White City Bazaar, one of the most successful Jewish functions ever held in 
Johannesburg, which was organised and carried out by a Joint Committee of 
the Witwatersrand Old Hebrew and the Park Congregations, who united for 
the purpose of reducing the debts of both congregations. The negotiations 
with the Government in connection with the drainage of the synagogue and 
the school had been carried to an amicable conclusion. The Government 
undertook the carrying out of the whole of the work required, on the con- 
gregation paying £150 and the Government £262, with the proviso that the 
lease of the Jewish School be extended to the Government for a further 
term of two years. The following were elected honorary oflicers: Messrs. 
J. H. Isaacs, President: A. Atkins, Vice-President: J. Frenkel, Treasurer: 
L. Lowenstein, Secretary ; S. Raphaely, Broude and I. Cohn, Trustees; and a 
Committee of six. In his report which was placed before the meeting, 
the Rey. Dr. J. L. Landau said that a general awakening of interest 
in all matters Jewish characterised the community during the past 
year. The Hebrew and Religion Classes were most satisfactory, and he had 
intimately interested himself in these as also a class for the study 
of religion and Jewish history established for grown-up boys and girls, in a 
Hebrew Study Circle held under the auspices of the Herzl Zionist Society, 
in a class for the study of Hebrew philosophy, in a Talmud Class, in the 
Ivrevah, and in the various Talmud Torahs. One of the most vigorous 
associations of the community, which greatly helps to further the study of 
literature and to promote Jewish feeling among its members is the Jewish 
Guild, whose work is much appreciated. At the request of the Committee 
he had tried to establish a Confirmation Class for Girls, with a view to 
arranging a Confirmation Service. But so very few had joined the class 
that the service could not for the present take place. Much more serious 
was the Barmitzvah question, to which he had repeatedly referred in his 
previous reports. The perfunctory and mechanical way in which the cere- 
mony was carried out caused him much grief. He deplored the indifference 
which was manifested by parents themselves towards this vital question. A 
radical change should soon be brought about, either in conjunction with the 
other congregations, or, if that were impossible, by their own congregation, 
only the matter should not be shelved again. At the Conclusion Service on 
the Day of Atonement he had appealed to the members of the community to 
help to establish a Jewish Boarding School. Such an _ institution 
was a crying need for the Jewish children of the Transvaal. 
The fact could not be disputed that many Jewish boys and girls were 
brought up in Catholic boarding schools where they were exposed to the 
potent influences of a non-Jewish environment. The consequences were 
well known, and it was not necessary to emphasise them further. An effort 
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should, therefore, be made to create a centre where Jewish children could 
receive a thoroughly Jewish education. As a Jewish boarding school pase 
at present almost impossible of realisation, the Rev. Dr. Hertz and he were 
trying to establish a Jewish Boarding Home in connection with one of the 
existing Government schools, most probably the Johannesburg College. The 
proposed Home would be under strict supervision, and parents woul: have 
every reason to be satisfied with the religious and moral training of their 
children. He again appealed to the Jewish community to help them to bring 
this undertaking to a successful issue. 


The White Slave Traffic Congress in Russia. 


Special papers have been prepared for the White Slave Traftic Congress, 
now sitting in St. Petersburg, on the Jewish side of the (question. Baron 
Alexander Giinzburg will read a report of the recent London Conference. 
The inquiry, made by communal workers into the problem, has revealed a 
number of interesting points. According to the statistics in possession of 
the St. Petersburg Jews, the factory girls furnish a very small! percentage of 
the white slaves, the majority of them being supplied from the ranks of 
doinestic servants. Many of the victims have been driven to the profession 
by the systematic persecution and assault by thé white slave merchants. It 
has also transpired that in some of the Jewish centres in the Pale (e.ge, 
Tcbhernigot!), the “trade” is entirely in the hands of the Russians. 
Incidentally, it has been established that the number of Jewish marriages in 
Russia has rapidly diminished in the last five years. 


Abduction of a Jewich Girl in Warsaw. 


Whilst the Russian population was terrified during the Passover week at 
the imagined possibility of having their children stolen by Jews, a Warsaw 
Jewish girl was really abducted by Polish women. She was presented in 
the street with a bottle of narcotic scent, which produced unconsciousness. 
When shé awoke she found herself in a dark room in charge of women, who 
expressed their wish to keep her. As she refused all food, they decided to 
remove her farther from her home. On the road, however, she managed to 
jump out of the carriage and return to her parents. 


A Refuge in Palestine for Jewish Emigrants. 

At the instance of Alliance Israélite Universelle, M. Salomon IL. Halfon, 
President of the Jewish Community in Bucharest, and Dr. Stern have left for 
Palestipe, with the object of acquiring various sites on which to build 
residences that will offer a restful and secure asylum for Jewish emigrants 
from Russia and Roumania.

The Riga Synagogue Searched. 

A few Russian provocators entered the Riga Great Synagogue during 
the service on the last day of the Passover holidays, and left behind a 
bundle of revolutionary leaflets. The miscreants promptly sent for the 
police, who posted themselves at the entrance and began to search all 
present. A crowd of young Jews, however, forced their way through the 
gate and allowed the Jews to disperse quickly among a vast number of 
Russians, who were leaving the neighbouring church, and the incident thus 
closed. 


The Situation at Kieff. 


The Kietl police, having temporarily no further ado with their own Jews, 
discovered that three hundred of the Jews at Dimievka (a suburb near Kieff 
were under orders to leave the place before spring. Their exile from the 
suburb may be expected at any moment. 

By a curious coincidence, just when the Kieff authorities made them- 
selves conspicuous for their anti-Jewish regime, Baron Giinzbur¢g announced 
that his late father had left in his will to the city of Kieff a statue of Tsar 
Alexander I. the work of Antokolsky), and that the gift would be conveyed 
to the holy city at his expense. 


Deaths of Distinguished Jews in Russia. 


The death has occurred at St. Petersburg of the greatest Russian lawyer, 
M. Alexander Passover. He was born in 1840, and educated at the Moscow 
University, where he showed signs of unusual abilities. He was sent abroad 
at the expense of the Government to make a study of foreign jurispradence, 
in order to enable him to become a university professor. When he returned, 
he found that the attitude of the Government towards the Jews had altered 
considerably, and that it was no longer possible for a Jew to become a pro- 
fessor in Russia. He became an assistant public prosecutor and then an 
advocate. The successful termination of a few of the trials in which he 
appeared turned him into a wealthy and popular man. One of his clients 
alone presented him with half-a-million roubles for his services. Daring 
his distinguished career, heonly lost three cases. His powers of persuasion 
and his minute knowledge of the law won for him the reputation of being 
the king of all the lawyers in Russia. Several solicitors sought his advice 
on difliculé matters, and even Senators often took into consideration his 
Opinions in giving judgment. His last appearance was at the State 
trial of Lopukhin, where his speech, pleading the case of the 
former bureaucrat aroused the admiration of the entire Russian legal 
profession and resulted in a great reduction of the sentence of the late Chief 
of the Russian police. M. Passover was very proud of his Jewish brethren, 
and he always maintained a close conneetion with them. He participated in 
the deputation which approached Tsar Alexander III. on the pogroms in 
1880—1881. The Russian papers pay warm tributes to the deceased, and the 
legal societies have hastened to deposit wreaths on his coffin. Perhaps the 
most interesting part of his career to the English Jews will be his connection 
with the English Courts. He was the only Russian lawyer qualified to 
appear at an English trial, and his visits to London were frequent. The 
Russians styled him “ the Englishman,” for his manners and his mode of life 
closely resembled a London solicitor. He even used to dress according to 
the English style. Large crowds participated in the funeral. The speeches 
referred to the fact that he refused several offers of the Government to 
receive high appointments on his adoption of Christianity. The deceased 
left no children.

The sudden death of the Rey. Adolph Rutkowski, of the New 
Hebrew Congregation, Liverpool, on the 4th inst., caused 
widespread regret in the city. The deceased, who was in 
his sixty-second vear, came from Konitz, Pomerania, twenty- 
five years ago, when he was appointed Chazan of the New Hebrew Congre- 
vation, and his beautiful rendering of the services 
at the Hope Place Synagogue was the means of 
attracting a large number of worshippers. He 
took a great interest in all the local communal 
institutions, especially the Board of Guardians, 
the Shechita Board and the Visiting Committee. 
Very popular with all classes, he was loved by 
the poorer section of the community, to whom 
he was a friend and benefsctor. His genial 
personality will be greatly missed in Liverpool, 
and his death has been a great blow to the com- 
munity. He leaves a widow and six children to 
mourn his loss. The funeral took place on Fri- 
day morning. The bier was brought into the 
Hope Place Synagogue, where a large vongrega- 
tion had assembled, including representatives 
of the sister congregations in the city and of 
all the communal institutions. The short but 
impressive service was conducted by the Rev. L. Raffalovich. It took 
the form of suitable scriptural verses, the rendering of Psalm xv., and 
a special prayer for the repose of the soul of the departed.

A cortege of forty 
carriages followed the remains to the cemetery, Green Lane, where a large 
gathering was already in attendance, to pay their last respects to the departed 
Minister.

With deep sorrow I have learnt that my friend and former colleague, 
Adolph Rutkowski, of Liverpool, has passed away. Circumstances of health 
will only permit me to pen a very few lines, but it would be ungenerous on 
my part were I to fail to record, on this sad occasion, his invariable kind- 
ness, sympathy and cordial co-operation. Throughout the period that we 
laboured together in the interests of the Hope Place Synagogue, no cloud 
ever came athwart the sunshine of our mutual affection. Mr. Rutkowski 
was loved by poor and rich alike. His personality was known to, and 
respected by, members of every creed @ug class in and around Liverpool. 
As a Chazan he ranked very high, andewhenever an occasion arose whereon 
a special service became necessary, his initiative and ability invariably 
contributed to render the service an impressive success. In this connection 
I specially call to mind services which we held in Hope Place Synagogue on 
behalf of the Liverpool Hospitals, when the Lord .Mayor attended in state, 
and on many other occasions of national and civic importance. When he 
entered the houses of the poor around Brownlow Hill, for a “ Bris.” when he 
rose at wedding breakfasts to utter one of his wiseand witty speeches, when 
he came to condole at houses of mourning —faces would light up, joys were 
enhanced, grief was assuaged, the burden was made lighter, the gladness 
became more real and vital. Here was a man—a man of the world, a man 
of (iod. Here were knowledge, experience and sympathy. given ever 
ungrudgingly, disinterestedly, lovingly. The Liverpool community is to- 
day poorer by the loss of one who did not spare himself in the service of his 
brethren, one whose voice and influence were ever on the side of peace, 
conciliation, goodwill, and brotherly love. May our Heavenly Father give 
him the guerdon of a goodly reward,“ beyond the veil,” and may He send 
His consolation to his strickén widow and sorrowing children.

The Jewish population of Glasgow is increasing year by year and there 
has been a tendency on the part of a section of the community to remove to 
the outlying residential districts of Queen’s Park and Langside, which are 
adjacent. The Queen’s Park congregation has been in existence for a 
nun ber of years, but the absence of adequate accommodation has been a 
great disadvantage, especially with regard to the Religious and Hebrew 
instruction of the children. As the other synagogues in the city are too 
far away, it was decided some time ago to raise funds for the erection of a 
svnagocue, and a Building Fund Committee was formed. A considerable 
sum of money has already been raised and the Committee are preparing a 
gencral appeal to the community. The Committee has decided not to 
proceed with building operations until they are assured that the synagogue 
will be opened free from debt. As the Queen's Park Congregation is likely 
to increase considerably in the future the appeal is one which should 
commend itself to the community as worthy of support. The oflicers of 
the building fund are:—President, Mr. Maurice Bloch; Treasurer, Mr. 8. 
Michaelson; and Secretary, Mr. Joseph Bloch. 

An article entitled “ How the Jews are successful in Glasgow " appeared 
in the last issue of the Weekly Mail. The article, which is most sympathetic, 
refers to the sobriety, cleanliness and elevating religious life of the Jew. 
It states that the Jew is seldom in the hands of the police and that the 
parochial authorities are not troubled by Jews asking for financial 
assistance. In referring to the Jew's admirable discharge of the duties of 
citizenship the writer of the article recalls the fact that Ex-Bailie Simons, 
one of our most respected citizens, was at one time looked upon as a 
prospective Lord Provost, and is still consulted by the City Fathers when 
any big enterprise is being entered upon. It may be added that his 
colleagues pressed him to accept the oflice of Lord Provost—for his election 
would have been assured—because they thought it would have been a 
splendid thing to have had a Jewish Lord Provost of Glasgow. 

it is now about a year since Oscar Slater, a (ierman Jew, was found 
guilty of murdering an old Glasgow lady. It may be recollected that, at the 
tine of the trial, the opinion was expressed on all sides that the evidence 
addii:cd by the prosecution was not strong enough, even as circumstantial 
evidence, to justify a conviction. Although the murder was one of the most 
brutal on record the sentence of death on Slater was commuted to one of 
pena! servitude for life. At the time of the trial many people, in all classes 
of society, expressed the conviction that Slater was not guilty of the charge. 
Among these was the Rev. E. P. Phillips who is still contident that Slater 
was absolutely innocent of the crime. So strong is this feeling that Slater's 
solicitor, Mr. Alex. Shaughnessy, 190, West George Street, (ilasgow, has 
advertised a reward of £192 to anyone giving information which will lead 
to the release of the prisoner—the offer to remain open till 50th June, 1911, 
An appeal is also made for funds to enable a larger sum to be offered as 
reward,

The monthly meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on 
Monday at the oflices of the Board. There were present :—

to the death of the King. His remarks are reported in another column. 

A Receiving Home to be Established. 

The PRESIDENT announced that- he had received a letter from Mr, 
Charchill's private secretary, informing him that the Home Secretary pro- 
posed to put in force the provisions of the Port of London Act, 1908, 
enabling a Receiving Home to be established at the Port. The letter added 
that Mr. Churchill intended to establish a Departmental Committee to con- 
sider what arrangements should be made to give effect to his intention. 
The Home Seeretary thought it ‘desirable that the Jewish Board 
of Guardians should be. represented at this Committee. In reply, 
he had thanked Mr. Churchill for the consideration shown to the 
Board, and acquiesced in his proposal that the Board should be 
represented stating that in due course a representative would be nominated 
to represent the Board. The Board would perhaps remember that when the 
Aliens Act came into operation he had pressed upon the consideration of 
Mr. Chalmers, now Sir Mackenzie Chalmers, bis view that the provision of a 
Receiving House would prove to be essential to the satisfactory working of 
the Act. Mr. Chalmers agreed, but pointed out that the Act conferred no 
power on the Home (lice to make such provision. After the lapse of time 
and the introduction of new legislation, a Receiving House was now certain 
to be established, and he had no doubt that the Board would be able 
to make suggestions which would be of use to the Committee in deciding 
how it was to be established. 

The Samue! Lewis Home. 

The PRESIDEN! reported the opening of the Samuel Lewis Convalescent 
Home at Walton-on-the-Naze, and stated that patients would be received on 
the following day. He acknowledged the indefatigable services of Mr. L. E. 
Raphael, the Chairman of the Committee, in connection with the building 
and euipment of the Home. 

Mr. L. E. RAvHArL submitted for approval laws which provided for the 
admission of paying patients, and for the collection of contributions towards 
their maintenance from patients able to pay small sums. 

Mr. Morkts HARRIS and Mr. STUART M. SAMUEL, M.P., expressed the hope 
that the Home would be reserved mainly for the very poor. 

Mr. L, E. RAPHAEL stated that there would be at least forty non-paying 
patients. | 

The laws were approved and the Secretary was given general authority 
to decide, in consultation with a member of the Committee, as to the admis- 
sion, retention and contribution of patients. 


The Prevention of Phthisis. 


The Executive Committee submitted a recommendation of the Sanitary 
Committee empowering the Health Visitors to take on their register cases 
medically certified as those of suspected phtbisis. 

The PRESIDENT stated that cases frequently came under the notice of the 
Health Visitors which could have been more successfully treated had they 
come earlier under notice. It was to deal with cases in their early stages 
that this recommendation was submitted. 

Mr. Morris HARRIS submitted an amendment providing for the prepara- 
tion of a list showing the provenance of phthisical cases. He said it was 
most important so know where consumptive cases worked, as very often the 
intervention of the public sanitary authorities would be necessary. 

The amendment was not seconded but the PRESIDENT stated that the 
information to which Mr. Harris had referred was already obtained, and he 
might be quite sure that the necessary action was taken upon it. 

The recommendation was approved, 


A Home for the Dying. 

The PKESIDENT said that some misconception seemed to exist as to the 
remarks he had made at the annual meeting in reference to the need for a 
Home for the Dying. In pointing out the need for such a Home he had 
expressed the hope that some wealthy friend of the Board would provide 
and endow it, in which case the Board would be prepared te administer it, 
though it was not anxious to add to its responsibilities. He had not said 
that the Board was prepared to provide such a Home. He had received 
several offers of monetary assistance provided he issued an appeal. 
But he had been obliged to decline these offers. It was impossible to appeal 


for a new institution when the Board had the utmost difficulty in collecting 
resources for its own needs. 


A RECEIVING LONDON, 


Miscellaneous. 


On the motion of the PRESIDENT, votes of condolence were passed to Mr. 
L. A. Isaacs, a member of the Board, and Miss Hetty Cowen, Hon. Secretary 
of the Sanitary Committee, on the occasion of recent bereavements. 

The PRESIDENT reported that the Social and Economic Committee of the 
Free School had ended the arrangement by which the Board undertook to 
investizate applications to the charities connected with the school. 

The appointment of Mr. H. J. Morgenstern as Investigating Officer was 
approved. 

The Board decided to appoint an additional Investigating Officer, either 
male or female, to be attached to the Allowances Department. 

A report was submitted showing the number of Jewish cases nursed by 
the East London Nursing Society during 1909. There were 623 cases. 
involving 11,393 visits, as against 509 cases in 1908. The PRESIDENT stated 
that the amount received in contributions from the Jewish community by 
the Society amounted only to a third of the cost of nursing Jewish cases. 

The TREASURER submitted a statement as to the financial condition of 
the Board. It showed a considerable increase in the expenditure on 


allowances. The PRESIDENT stated that the position at the end of the year 
would be very grave. 


The members of the Industrial Committee of the Board together with 
the Visiting Guardians and some friends of the late Mr. Hermann H. Myer 
have decided to raise a fund in his memory, the proceeds to be utilised for 
the purposes of apprenticeship in connection with poor Jewish boys.

DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. 


STRIKING SPEECH BY PRINCIPAL BUCHLER. 

Sir HERWER?T COHEN presided at the annual distribution of prizes of Jews’ 
College on Sunday. 

At the outset of the proceedings, the Cuirer RAnet made a reference to 
the death of the King, which is reported in another column. 

The PRINCIPAL having read his report on the work of the College, 

The Cuter Rape handed the Rev. H. M. Lazarus, B.A., the Kabbinical 
Diploma and cordially congratulated him on his achievement. 

The Rev. H. M. LAZARUS, in acknowledgment, expressed his great 
pleasure at having realised a life ambition. He stated that when some time 
ago he had asked to proceed abroad to take the rabbinical diploma or to be 
allowed to sit for it here, he had been told that it was impossible. He 
announced his intention of prosecuting his studies and expressed his 
acknowledgments to bis teachers. 

The prizes haying been distributed, 


The CHAIRMAN delivered a brief address. After a reference to the death 
of the King, he said that there had been a tendency to disparage learning by 
those who had the utmost respect for oratofy. If a man had anything 
in him it would come out, and if he had nothing in him no skill in oratory 
couldeke it. It was the privilege of the Englishman to grumble, and it was 
a privilege of which the members of the Jewish community availed themselves 
to the utmost. When there was plenty of criticism about, it wasnot to be 
expected that Jews’ College would escape. But the elliciency of Jews’ 
College. was not to be measured by the amount of criticism lavished on it 
nor by the violence of that criticism. The College had a Principal in whom 
they had the utmost confidence, but his work was hampered by want of ways 
and means. Higher «education could not be self-supporting. Jews’ College 
was the only institution in England giving a higher Jewish education, and 
it behoved the community to give it adequate support. He expressed his 
pleasure at the fact that one of the former students of the College had 
obtained the rabbinical diploma. 

The Rev. Dayan FELDMAN proposed a vote of thanks to the teaching 
staff. 

Mr. EUGENE WooLSTONE, in seconding the vote, referred to the interview 
with Dr. Biichler in last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE, and said that the Principal 
of the College had proclaimed his ideals to the community. 

Dr. BiCHLER, in reply, said :—On behalf of the staff of the College | 
thank you, Dayan Feldman, for having proposed a vote of thanks to us and the 
praises bestowed on the work of the staff, and to you, Mr. Woolstone for 
seconding it, and to all of you, ladies and gentlemen, for having received it so 
cordially. We highly appreciate the official recognition of our endeavours 
and though we cannot point to great results, we feel sure our work is 
gradually progressing. Inthe report | have ventured to draw your atten- 
tion to two serious incidents within the Jewish community which affected 
our work materially. In the first instance, the recommendations of the 
Special Committee of the United Synagogue as to the curriculum of Jews’ 
College. Since the staff of this College is composed of human beings and 
has a very difficult task to carry out, we are naturally prepared to listen 
intently to any suggestion emanating from gifted individuals or disinterested 
bodies well versed in general educational questions, in the management of 
a college training Jewish Ministers, in the requirements of the special 
Jewish curriculum for students engaged in two branches of work. The 
members of that Committee were in no way prejudiced, not even by a 
knowledge of the diflicult subject under discussion. Therefore they 
suggested to the Council more general culture and 

LITTLE HEBREW KNOWLEDGE, 
a thorough University Tripos and holiday courses in Hebrew. But there isa 
very serious mistake involved in the arguments of the Committee. They 
forgot this. As long as we Jews consider the Torah the basis of our religion 
and do not remove it from our synagogues, the Torah and the whole Hebrew 
Bible must remain with its old and modern commentaries the cardinal points 
of the teaching in the Jews’ College. And as long as we intend to remain 
Rabbinic Jews and do not turn Karaites, we have to study with a religious 
and not with an antiquarian mind our traditional Judaism. We have to show 
our students the ways and the means by which the purest morality in all its 
undiluted individual and social aspects, and how Jewish monotheism with 
its sanctifying force could be preserved in spite of Syria and of Hellenism, 
of Rome and of Christianity, only by the teaching and the spirit of the 
rabbis. It is 
THE MeTHOD OF GERMAN PROTESTANT THEOLOGIANS 


and anti-Semites who read no line of Rabbinic literature unprejudiced, to 
criticise Rabbinic Judaism and Rabbinic narrow-mindedness. But Jews in 
leading positions and responsible offices of the Jewish community should 
certainly not follow the example of anti-Semites, when dealing with Rabbinic 
living Judaism without attempting to know it. But, to be fair, | must not 
forget that there was also aconstructive ideain the discussions of the Special 
Committee: they suggested the addition of one Jewish subject to our 
curriculum, the New Testament. No clear reason was given for this, but it 
seems to have been the principle: “ Blessed are the poor in mind,” as a guide 
for future students of Jews’ College. Perhaps the leaders of that Com- 
mittee were actuated by their prescience of the coming of a great 
commentary on the New Testament destined to bring the Jews of England 
the message of blessed times. I am fully conscious that this is not the 
place and the time for criticising Mr. Montefiore’s voluminous commentary on 
THE SyYNopric GosPELs. 

Yet I deem it my duty to say this much in a few words, prepared to bear out 
every statement. The need of great characters fit to impress their stamp upon 
their contemporaries is felt by all of us most painfully. But by whatmeanscould 
we produce morally strong men, if not by our own history and literature ? 
Had we Jews no great men to serve as impressive examples that we should 
have to add Jesus tc our teachers? Not because we are Jews, but because 
it is a historical fact, we protest that Hillel and many others who consciously 
followed his character and his teaching, have attained to the highest ideal 
of men. I shall use Mr. Montefiore’s incidental criticisms of Jesus, which 
he forgot to include in his picture of his ideal, for the following questions: 
Did Hillel believe in demons, and did he drive out and teach his 
disciples to drive out demons? Did Hillel believe that the touch of his 
garment, supported by faith, could cure long-standing diseases? Did he 
consider it religious that the mere faith of a person in his power was 
suflicient for salvation? Did Hillel or any rabbi consider 


MIRACULOUS CURES 
a necessary accompaniment of moral and religious teaching? Did he ever 
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lose his temper when questioned about religious matters, and did he, 
instead of replying, abuse the questioner or evade the question ° Did Hillel 
or any rabbi refase to see his mother or his brothers and sisters wanting to 
see him? Did he consider a man’s thoughts suflicient reason for abusing 
him? Did he attack a whole class for the sins of individuals? Did 
he exclude those who differed from him from salvation, and assign 
them to eternal hell? Did Hillel presume to claim a unique relation 
to God and the power to forgive sins? I could add more questions to show 
that the ideal offered to us is, according to the Synoptic Gospels themselves, 
not perfect. But we are expected to find the unique perfection between 
the lines, especially the unique care for the poor and the outcast, the 
secking out of sinners. We Jews, who are reproached with reading 
into a text all things possible, have not the sagacity to find those unique 
qualities of Jesus in the plain wording of the Gospels, and I searched them 
carefully, but found those ideal virtues only in Mr. Montetiores own 
description. We shall continue to recommend to those Jews who fee! in 
want of ideals, to acquaint themselves with the history of their own people, 
and they will then find in every generation great men with lofty ideals 
worthy to follow. Only the 
IGNORANCE OF OUR HISTORY 

constituted the empty space in which Mr. Montefiore’s ideal could be placed 
as Jewish. There is only one answer appropriate to his offer of a new 
teaching: we must begin to learn and to teach Jewish history and Jewish 
ideals. I shall conclude by quoting a sentence from Mr. Montefiore’s 
introduction, which was written after the commentary and after his 
consideration of Jewish sdéurces brought to his knowledge (p. xcix.): 
“The masses were not disinherited; the martyr race par excellence found 
and continued for long ages to find its best happiness in the practice 
of its religion. There was no need for Jesus to teach them. that 
God was their Father; they knew it all along; they knew it then; they 
continued to know it; they know it now. If they had not known it, 
they would rot have died in thousands for their faith; if they did not 
know it, they would not be suffering now.” And if this is so, why should 
we require Jesus for shaping our character? Let us remember this: it was 
the religion founded by Jesus’ disciples that tried to corrupt our Jewish 
character and tempted it for many centuries. It was the Jewish religion 
that resisted the corruption and the cruel temptations. Let us remain Jews 
trained. by Jewish ideal men and by Jewish characters, and gve shall recover 
our ancient strength to resist the destructive forces in our Own midst.

ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting of the Jewish Day Nursery was held on Wednesday. 

Lady ROTHSCHILD, President, who was in the Chair, in moving the 
adoption of the annual report and balance-sheet, said that it was most 
satisfying that the Créche was keeping up its reputation and appearance 
and still continued to give immense satisfaction both to those who worked 
for it and those who enjoyed its benefits. She quite agreed with the view 
that had been expressed that the Créche was the best-appointed and nicest 
of its kind, and she hoped it would continue in the same condition. In spite 
of the illness that had been prevalent in the East End the children had 
remained very well which was the highest test of the care and attention 
bestowed on them. 

Mr. FELIX DAVIS seconded the motion. He drew attention to the deficit 


of £100 and expressed the hope that the Nursery would not suffer for lack of 
support.

Sir,—In his letter which appeared in your last issue Mr. H. E. Beddington 
referring to the Manchester Jewish Hospital, states :— 


The Manchester Victoria Memorial Jewish Hospital is not really a hospital as! 
understand the meaning of that word, but may be regarded more as a dispensary 
and accident and semi-convalescent home combined, inasmuch as they do not accept 


the really severe and highly dangerous cases, but permit them to go to the general 
hospitals of Manchester and neighbourhood. “ 

I do not know the source of Mr. Beddington’s information, but he has 
made a regrettable error. I was resident Medical Officer to that institution 
for six months in 1905-6. During that time no case (if not of an infectious 
character) was refused admission on account of its dangerous or serious 
nature. Many such cases were admitted and the severest major operations 
performed. Since that time and at present,the hospital reports show that major 
operations are being performed in increasing numbers. It is ridiculous to 
suppose that serious cases would be refused admission if otherwise eligible. 
Such cases would be the more gladly welcomed by the medica! and nursing 
staff, as at every other hospital. The Jewish Hospital is equipped with 
~ “ag apparatus, and has full facilities for dealing with cases of the vravest 

ind, 

It is a pity thata man in Mr. Beddington's position should not have 
taken the trouble to ascertain the facts before venturing to make damaging 
statements about a thoroughly deserving institution.

Sin,—Charmed as I was by Dr. Biichler’s honest exposition of our com- 
munal condition in last week's Jewish CHRONICLE, I was particularly 
fascinated by his splendid lead and clarion ery contained therein, to wake 
up AngloJewry. IL instinctively felt that the hour had found the man, and 
as a born optimist and enthusiast I delighted in enjoying the beautiful 
vista of our great future. I realised that the future products of Queen 
Square House, educated upon the foundation of such noble and manly 
principles, will entitle me, when asked in my future travels as to where I 
come from, to reply in the words of the Rabbi of old, “ From the great city 
of sages and scribes do I come.” When further, | was honoured by the 
invitation of the indefatigable Senior Treasurer of Jews’ College to attend 
its annual prize distribution and meeting, I gladly embraced this proferred 
opportunity, and was greatly impressed by the proceedings. 

First and fgremost it occurred to me, however, that whilst the investi- 
ture of the deserving student with the rabbinical diploma appeared to be 
the exception, it should be really the sine qué non conferred upon every 
student sent out to officiate as Minister and Preacher. The English 
University degree should of course also be acquired, if possible, at the same 
time, or at the earliest later opportunity, but Queen Square House should 
not send out uncertificated officials any more than self-respecting Medical 
Colleges would think of certifying unqualified practitioners. This I felt to 


be the indispensable condition for the future raising of our communal status. 


beyond hearing robust denouncements of the new-fangled Judaism, | 
wis disappointed not to learn the details of our intended counter-movements, 
for surely mere protests are utterly useless! The diagnosis of our position, 
our stock-taking, so to say, must enable us to realise what we want to do, 
and then to endeavour by might and main to execute those desired aims 
conceived in an imperial spirit. 

The certain solution of our communal problems will, in my opinion, be 
found by our Ministers abolishing the late senseless innovations of our 
Syiagogue services, and transforming the synagogues into the centre of our 
comunal activities, associations and movements. 

Whilst our foreign brethren are looked after by their own Rabbis, those 
of us who cannot claim the privilege of counting amongst their number, 
have hitherto been absolutely left to decay. The Minister should exhort his 
lock to observe the Laws of Sabbath, kashruth and ritual ordinances, and 
Should by his practical teaching make this possible; he should farther 
be the head of an organisation founded with the object of finding situa- 
tions for young men who wish to observe the Sabbaths and holidays. He 
should supervise and certify the kashruth of our boarding houses 
and restaurants, and see that absolutely only kosher meat is sold 
by kosher butchers. He should initiate public meetings whereat the 
Atrocities perpetrated upon our coreligionists in lands of oppression 
are continuously placed before the generous British public, just in the same 
way as the ministers of the dominant faith lately so splendidly and success- 
fully pleaded on behalf of the downtrodden Congo natives. Further he 
Should take steps that members of our faith belonging to the military and 
volunteer forces, as well as members of the newly-created Boy Scouts move- 
ment, are enabled to observe our laws of kashruth and Sabbath, etc., on the 
Same lines as are granted by our liberal-minded Government to their 
Mohammedan forces. Only in the training of our Ministers on these lines 
Will Queen Square House find a glowing future before it.

BOOKS REVIEWED. 


The Spring in Hebrew Poetry. 

There is nothing in the rest of the world like an English Spring. Some 
will add : So much the better for the rest of the world! But no one who has 
felt the charm of an English May will have any fault to tind with her 
wav wardness and whimsicalities. These are her vraces. 

In Palestine there are, roughly speaking, only two seasons: the try and 
the rainy seasons. Between the two there is a short period during which 
flowers cover the lowlands of Judah, the hills of Lebanon, and even the 
desert of the Negeb. While it lasts the blaze of floral beauty is indeserib- 
able. According to the district you may happen to visit, wild-jasmine, rock- 
roses, dainty clovers and heavy-scented narcissi perfume the air; or 
purple irises, brilliant anemones, shy heather tufts, and assertive poppies 
arrest the vision. This, when you pass by in March. Return in April, and 
most of the beauty has vanished. The intoxicating glory of the Vale of 
Sharon has in the interval sobered itself out of recognition. 

Hence, in Hebrew poetry, flowers are so often a type of frailty and 
evanescence. The phrase “flower of one’s age” is, however, classical 
and not Hebraic, though the English version uses it twice, in rendering 
I Samuel, ii., 33 and Ecclus.,xlii.,%. In Oriental ideas youth lasts a shorter 
time than in the less precocious West, but the Hebrew poets did not use 
flowers to typify the fleeting bloom of youth and maidenhood. To them 
flowers expressed the brevity and transience of life as a whole, not merely 
one of life’s phases. “As the flower of the fieldso he flourisheth.” And 
so of human power. Samaria stood on a hill overlooking a fertile plain, but 
Isaiah xxviii.,1) compares it to a wreath of withering flowers on the brow 
of a reveller.. “* Woe to the crown of pride of the drunkards of Ephraim, and 
to the fading flower of his glorious beauty.” Do all things fade? The 
prophet goes on: “ The Lord shall be for a crown of glory and a diadem of 
beauty unto the residue of His people.” And later (xl., 8), “ the flower fadeth 
but the word of our God shall stand for ever.” 

It is a matter for marvel, then, that the Song of Sengs has so completely 
caught the spirit of Spring. It is not at all wonderful that it is a love poem, 
for there runs a persistent romantic strain through the Hebrew character. 
But it is wonderful that the Song is the finest Spring Poem in literature. 
“ The beauty of the world and of the creatures in it has been so deeply and 
warmly felt, that even to-day this ancient poet's emotion of joy in them thrills 
through the reader. The Spring of nature and of love has been caught in its 
many exquisite lines" (Harper). Yet the inspired poet does not make very 
much of the flowers. They are in his picture, of course. The Shuiamite is 
the rose, or rather the crocus, of Sharon, and her lover feeds his flocks among 
the lilies, as the shepherds of Gilead do to this day. But the poet preserves 
for us the enduring scents of the flowers rather than their passing tints. 
The spices, the fruits, give him his loveliest metaphors, and these things 
are the after-glory of Spring rather than Spring herself. 

So, too, is it with the dew. It is impossible to exaggerate the value of 
dew in Palestine, especially in and immediately after Spring. Rain ceases 
in March and, but for the dew, nature would be parched to death. The dew 
is essential for the coming fruitage and harvest, and therefore typifies in 
poetry something more lasting than the flowers. We pray for the dew in the 
hymns of Kalir and others because the dew means so much in the dear land 
of our fathers. And we pray for it because it also expresses the idea of 
immortality, of the endless stream of the Divine grace which waters the soul, 
and transforms the grave from a tomb of the flesh into a garden of the spirit. 
In the portion of the prayer for Dew retained in the United Synagogue 
Service this idea is hardly present, yet these verses from Kalir happily 
rendered by Mr. Zangwill for the new Routledge Prayer-book--are worth 
quoting :— 

Dew, precious dew, our granaries to fill, 
And us with youthful freshness to enharden ! 
Beloved God, uplift us at Thy will 
And make us as a richly-watered garden 
With Dew. 
Dew, precious dew, to make the mountains sweet, 
The savour of Thy excellence recalling ! 
Deliver us from exile, we entreat, 
So we may sing Thy praises, softly falling 
As Dew. 

This is the deathless hope of the Passover, a hope which is an inspiration 
to all Jews, even though not all mean the same thing by the words. 

It would be an exaggeration, indeed, to assert that our ancient poets 
drew no loving fancies from the idea of natural change. But, for the most 
part, they thought of change in its more lethal aspects. Has the Hebrew 
genius then left it wholly to Western poets to paint the very changefulness 
of nature asacharm? Did it never feel the fascination of Spring’s moods, 
the hour-to-hour transformations, the infinite variety of vernal caprice? 
Far from it. Life in Ghettoes was not ideally calculated to encourage a love 
of natural beauty in its tenderer forms. That Jews always appreciated 
nature in her wilder moods needs no proof. The favourite Psalms of our 
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liturgy are the Psalms of the wind and the storm and the thunde,

NATURE IN SPRING. 
Then, day by day, her broidered gown 
She changes for fresh wonder : 
A rich profusion of gay robes

Here, especially in the last quotation, it may be claimed, we listen 
spell-bound to a modern note, new to Hebrew poetry, yet original to it 
The Spanish Hebrew writers derived much from Arabic models, but not this 
feeling for the charm of change. In our own older poetry, we hardly 
find quite this note. The ancient Hebrew did not admire a girl's change- 
fulness, her uncertainty, coyness, hardness to please. He found her chief 
charm in her constancy, not in her variability, thongh he no doubt 
experienced, as much as modern wooers, her likeness to the light, quivering 
aspen. Our Spanish Jewish poets add, then, this trait necessary to complete 
the picture of woman's charm, and they carry over the trait from Nature. the 
most womanly thing of all. “ Nature is occasionally rather short in her 
temper,’ says the Poet Laureate in a fine passage of * The Garden that | 
love.” Especially delightful are his pages about Spring, her uncertainty, 
her refusal to be bound by rules, her “ true unpunctuality.” 


The Spring-time will not come to date: 

Cloud, wind and frost man's reckoning mar. 
For bud and blossom you have to wait, 

Despite your ordered Calendar. 

Things do not always happen in a spring garden as you expect. This is 
the best moral of all. Gardeners tell you that you must not expect. You 
may hope, but you must more or less take what you get. Your best plans go 
wrong. You plant, but the flowers will not always come. Spring gardening 
is the most unreliable of pursuits. But whatofit? “ There is no gardening 
without humility, an assiduous willingness to learn, and a cheerful readiness 
to confess you were mistaken. Nature is continually sending even its oldest 
scholars to the bottom of the class for some egregious blunder. But by the 
due exercise of patience and diligence, they may work their way to the top 
again. 

This is true optimism, surely. And this is the optimism which I, for one, 
most care to possess. Not to be too sure—that spells confidence. The true 
lover must be always a wooer. And if you are not sure of Spring’s sunshine, 
you are no surer of her frost. And so with our own failures and mistakes. 
From this point of view, 


Every morn is a fresh beginning. 
Every morn is the world made new. 


“ This day is done and there is a new one coming, with no mistakes in it 
yet,’ as Anne of Avonlea says. Nature, in Spring, is not so complacent. She 
may make mistakes for us over-night. So a gardener enters his garden in 
the morning timidly, lest he be disappointed and behold wrecked prospects. 
But he knows, too, that the very opposite fate may be his. And so he enters 
trembling also with joy. Unexpected developments may greet his © es. 
Some flowers that he hoped much from may be unaccountably blighted: !ut 


many others, which he had given up as lost, have recovered over-nig!it, ind 
are very much alive after all.

Needless to say, the musical world is completely disorganised by the 
terrible suddenness of the death of King Edward VIL, having lost a 
devotedly artistic patron as well as their King. Agents and artists alike 
are undecided as to resuming recitals, anxious only for the postponement ot 
all fixtures as long as possible. Opera, Philharmonic concerts and the 
principal Colleges of Music were constantly encouraged by the presence of 
His late Majesty, and will feel a sense of personal as well as national loss in 
the present calamity. 

Of such concerts as were to have taken place on Saturday orearly in the 
week, that of Madame Melba is postponed till June 1ISth. The Zimbalist 
con¢ert, conducted by Dr. Chessin, will take place on the 2th, 
Miss Leila Duart’s on June 30th, the Pachmann pianoforte recital on 
the 2Ist inst.,and Mr. Backhaus’ recital on the 28th inst. Mr. Jervis Keid's 
recital of his own compositions is postponed until June 1, and Messrs. 
Groves and Mackern’s until June 5th and 17th. Herr Moriz Rosenthal’s 
Pianoforte Recital—postponed from Saturday last—will take place at 
(‘Jueens Hall next Wednesday afternoon, when he will include in his pro- 
gramme Chopin's Sonata in B flat minor, containing the Funeral March. The 
matinee forthe Actresses Franchise League at which Mr. Louis Cowen’s 
comedy “ Unexpected Circumstances” is to be produced, will be given on 
the 24th inst. Miss Mary Levien’s recital is announced for Jane Ist, that of 
Mr. Hugo Heinz, on 24th, at Bechstein Hall, Hans Neumann and Willibald 
Richter, on June Il6th, Mme. Donalda’s on 2th, and Mr. Harold Bauer 
has postponed his recital indefinitely. All concerts under Mr. Daniel Mayer's 
direction are left indefinitely until after the 17th, and Mr. Hilton Carter, the 
Manager of the Albert Hall, omitted last Sunday's concert, and that of next 
Sunday also will not take place. 


An “In Memoriam” 


Concert will be given at ()ueen’s Hall next 
Thursday afternoon, under the conductorship of Mr. Henry J. Wood, when 


the ‘Jueen’s Hall (Orchestra will perform :

Wagner's Trauermarsch (Gotterdimmerung). Madame Ada Crossley will 
sing: “O rest in the Lord” (Elijah) Mendelssohn; “ God shall wipe away 
all tears’ (Light of the World) Sullivan. 

Of the concerts of the past week before Saturday, the Handel Society 
gave an interesting concert at (Jueen’s Hall on Wednesday week, at which 
the composer after whom they have named themselves was represented by 
one item only, his Concerto in F for two violins, ‘cello, and string orchestra, 
the rest of the programme being culled from the works of Mozart, Dvorak, 
Dr. Walford Davies, and Mr. Gustave Von Holst, whose skilful setting of an 
old English ballad, ** King Estmere,” concluded the concert. 


Mdme. Jeanne van Oldenbarnevelt gave two useful and interesting 
lectures, at .Lolian Hall, on voeal hygiene and the importance of breathing, 
not only in singing but in general matters of health, which were profitable 
to most of her hearers and certainly a novelty to concert-goers. A great 
deal of preliminary matter concerning breathing and the ancient Chinese 
and Indians might have been omitted, and the final lecture, which has been 
postponed indefinitely, would be valuably enhanced by the inclusion of a 
short resume of the two preceding lectures. 

On Thursday week, at Bechstein Hall, Mme. Ida Reman was again heard 
to advantage in a programme of French songs, the accompaniments to which 
were charmingly played by Mdme. Wurmser-Delcourt, and some well rendered 
Lieder of Schubert and Brahms. 

The final recital of Beethoven's Sonatas was given by MM. Ysaye and 
Pugno, at Queen’s Hall on Wednesday week, the Kreutzer” Sonata being 
repeated by special request as a finish to the triumphant series. It would 
be difficult to say how many times the artists were recalled and cheered by 
a wildly enthusiastic audience at the close of the recital, and needless to 
add, as on the previous occasions, their playing left absolutely nothing to be 
desired, Sonatas Nos. 10 and 8 being given with fire and resource and 
withal a benign dignity which must ever characterise the memory of their 
playing. During the long continental tour which preceded their arrange- 
ments of these concerts MM. Ysaye and Pugno had given over thirty recitals 
together which may account to a certain extent for the wonderful unanimity 
of their playing. 

On Friday last, at Bechstein Hall, Mr. Jean Gerardy gavea classical 
‘Cello recital with complete success, his programme consisting of sonatas by 
Corelli and Boccherjni, Haydn’s Concerto in D, and a Bach Concerto, 
originally written for Clavecin in D, though later it was arranged and became 
well known as a Violin Concerto in E. This was well transcribed on this 
occasion by M. Gerardy for solo 'cello organ and strings, of which a particu- 
larly fine rendering was given. 


Mr. Percy Kabn will be the pianist at Mr. Theodore Byard’s Recital on 
the 26th inst., at Bechstein Hall. 


Mr. Philip Simmons will be heard at Bechstein Hall on June 2ist, when 
he gives a vocal recital. 


Mr. Benno Moiseiwitch, the young pianist who made such a favourable 
impression at his first recital on February 8th, will give a further recital on 
June 2nd, at Bechstein Hall, at 3.15, when his programme promises interesting 
performances of Beethoven’s Sonata Op. 111, in C minor, Brahms’ Handel 
Variations and Fague, and Schumann's “ Kreisleriana.” 


The London Trio, whose pianist, Mme. Amina Goodwin was trained by 
Mme. Schumann, will take part in the Schumann Centenary birthday concert, 
to take place at “olian Hall, June 8th, assisted vocally by Miss Eva 
Katharine and Mr. Hans Lissmann.

The whole British Empire has been plunged into mourning by the death 
of its august sovereign, King Edward VII. By no section of his subjects is 
his death more deeply mourned than by the Jewish community to whom 
His Majesty showed himself a sincere friend. The feeling of grief felt by 
the Jews of London and the provinces was expressed in the many tributes 
which we print in another column. 


Some Incidents in the Reign of King Edward. 
The reign of King Edward, brief though it was, was marked by several 
“dents illustrative of the broadmindedness of His late Majesty and of the 
‘Pirit of religious equality and toleration which found its highest expression 
Under his benign Sway. ‘ 
On the oceasion of the Memorial Service for Queen Victoria at the 
y8water Synagogue, a special anthem, composed by Mr. A. M. Friedlander,

was sung and a copy was submitted to His Majesty, who was graciously 
pleased to accept it, and we have reason to know that he was much touched 
by the reverent way in which the synagogues had shown their respect for 
his beloved mother. One of his first acts after his accession was to signify 
his intention to continue his patronage of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum, an institution in which the Royal house, in the persons of the late 
Duke of Sussex and Duke of Cambridge, had long taken an interest. 

In April, 1901, a Jewish deputation representative of the Board of 
Deputies, the Anglo-Jewish Association, and the Jewish clergy waited on 
King Edward at St. James’s Palace, to present him with an address on the 
occasion of his accession to the Throne, and His Majesty read a reply, in the 
course of which he said: “It will always be my care to maintain and promote 
the extension of equal liberty and justice to all races and denominations 
among my subjects, and Iam gratified by the good wishes which have been 
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conveyed by you to Queen Alexandra and myself on behalf of the public- 
spirited and philanthropic bodies which you represent.” In 1904, on the 
occasion of his visit to Ireland the late King received a Jewish deputation 
at Dablin Castle. 

During the illness of the King, which necessitated the postponement of 
the coronation, special prayers were offered up in the synagogues. The 
King entertained a large number of his poor subjects, and with the con- 
sideration which he invariably showed, special arrangements were made 
for his Jewish guests, the work of catering for their needs being entrusted 
to the Jewish Board of Guardians, which discharged its task with the 
thoroughness characteristic of that body. 

On the oceasion of the Coronation, Lord Rothschild was made a Privy 
Councillor and invested with the insignia of a Knight Grand Cross of the 
Royal Victorian Order, his brothers, Mr. Leopold and Mr. Alfred de 
Rothschild, being decorated with the insignia of a Companion of the same 
Order, to which Mr. Reuben Sassoon had previously been appointed. All 
these gentlemen had the honour of enjoying the King’s personal friendship, 
and His Majesty took the earliest opportunity of giving them a token of his 
esteem. Among those present at the Coronation ceremony were the Jewish 
members of both Houses of Parliament, the Chief Rabbi, Mr. Arthur Cohen, 
K.C., Mr. M. Abrahams (then Mayor of Grimsby), Lady Rothschild, Lady 
Sassoon, Baron and Baroness Lambert, Mr. Arthur Sassoon, Mr. and Mrs- 
Leopold de Rothschild, Mrs. Bischoffsheim, Mrs. Stuart M. Samuel 
Mrs. Samuel Lewis and Mr. Jacob Bitton. On the occasion of the Corona- 
tion procession, the late Hon. E. R. Belilios placed his house in Piccadilly at 
the disposal of the Jewish Board of Guardians, which benefited to the extent 
of over 

Since King Edward's accession honours were freely bestowed by him on 
Jews. His late Majesty created two Jewish peers (Lord Michelham and 
Lord Swaythling); four Jewish baronets (Sir Benjamin Cohen, Sir Marcus 
Samuel, Sir Jacob Sassoon and Sir Edgar Speyer); nine Jewish knights (Sir 
Sassoon David, Sir Rufus Isaacs, Sir Maurice Levy, Sir F. L. Nathan, Sir 
Matthew Nathan, Sir Nathaniel Nathan, Sir Harry Samuel, Sir Isidore 
Spielmann and Sir Edward Stern); four Jews were included in the Privy 
Council (Lord Rothschild, Mr. Arthur Cohen K.C., Mr. Herbert Samuel, M.P., 
and Sir Edgar Speyer ; and his last Government comprised three Jews (Mr. 
Herbert Samuel, Sir Rufus Isaacs, K.C., and Mr. Edwin Montagu). One 
Jew (Sir Marcus Samuel) was Lord Mayor during King Edward's reign, 
and had the good fortune to be in office in Coronation year. The King and 
(Jueen visited him at the Mansion House, where they were entertained to 
tea, and, as stated above, Sir Marcus was honoured with a baronetcy. On the 
occasion of the Chief Rabbi's 70th birthday, the King sent him a gracious 
messave of congratulation and conferred on him the insignia of a Member of 
the Royal Victorian Order. During the King’s reign, Lt.-Col. Sir Matthew 
Nathan held three Colonial Governorships. He was Governor of the Gold 
Coast till 1903, when he was transferred to Hong Kong; in 1906 he was 
appointed Governor of Natal ; and at the end of last vear was made Secretary 
of the (ieneral Post Office. One of the most gratifying features of the reign 
was the great progress made by King Edward's Hospital Fund, of which 
Lord Rothschild has acted as Treasurer. | 

The king, as already mentioned, had many Jewish friends. In 1905 he 
lost a very old confidant in Mr. Reuben Sassoon, to whom he was very much 
attached. With his brother, Mr. Arthur Sassoon, His Majesty was also on 
intimate terms, and in the last two or three years of his reign often stayed 
with him at his mansion in Hove, deriving much benefit from the sea-air. 
He was also a frequent guest at Palace House, Newmarket, the “ racing 
residence of Mr. Leopold de Rothschild. His Majesty almost invariably 
took dinner at Palace House during the course of every race meeting at 
Newmarket which he attended. He was also often entertained by Lord 
Rothschild in London. 

it is worthy of note that one of the last letters which King Edward caused 
to be written was sent to a coreligionist, Mr. D. Tallerman, who had forwarded 
to His Majesty some documents relating to agriculture in Ireland. The King 
ordered the papers to be placed before the Chief Secretary for Ireland, and 
through Lord Knollys, wrote to Mr. Tallerman on the 4th inst. (two days 
before his death) to inform him that they had been so disposed of. 


PERSONAL REMINISCENCES OF KING EDWARD. 


BY THE CHIEF RABBI. 

In compliance with the wish of the Editor, I set down a few reminiscences 
of King Edward, whose untimely demise the Empire so deeply mourns. 

One of the most significant traits in the late King’s character was his 
perfect freedom from sectarian and racial prejudices. His Jewish subjects 
were as dear to him as the rest of the population. He evidenced this regal 
impartiality by attending our synagogue on two memorable occasions. 
January 19th, 1881, is a red-letter day in the annals of the Central Syna- 
gogue. The weather of that day was the severest ever experienced even 
in this ungenial clime. The snow lay several feet deep, but this did not 
deter the then Prince of Wales from keeping his appointment to be present 
at the solemnisation of Mr. Leopold de Rothschild’s wedding. At the close 
of the service, His Royal Highness, standing in the vestibule, smilingly 
shook hands with every congregant who passed. At the luncheon 
subsequently held at the house of Mr. Arthur Sassoon, I tendered to His 
Royal Highness the regret of my father at having been prevented by illness 
from welcoming him on this memorable occasion. I referred to the last 
visit of Royalty to the synagogue, when the Dukes of Cumberland, Sussex, 
and Cambridge attended the Great Synagogue in 1809. The Prince then 
said: “ Give the Chief Rabbi my best wishes for his health. This is the first 
occasion I have visited a Jewish place of worship. I have been much 
interested by the service.” 

When Baron Fedinand de Rothschild died in December, 1898, his royal 
friend asked that a memorial service should be held. The Prince, accom- 
panied by H.R.H. Princess Louise, was present at the Central Synagogue, on 
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December 22nd, and followed the service with great attention 
following morning I received a letter from His Royal Highness, 4«' 
with words of kindly appreciation, to send him a copy of m, 
address. 

In 1897, he established the fand now known as “ King Edward's |

Mr. Lipson con- 
tinued : The nations mourn, but by no people is. the | sadness 
of it all felt more keenly than by Jews. He was our best friend, the 
pattern of tolerance and largeness of heart. His death is an irreparable loss, 
for in all the circumstances of a people sorely bestead, we always felt we 
could count on his sympathy ; sympathy and friendship given in no grudging 
degree. Nor can we fail to acknowledge how broadened has become the 
outlook of many of our non-Jewish friends, owing to his great example. 
But as we revert to the past, deeply touched by memories of a monarch so 
well beloved, our prayer goes forth to the King of Kings that in His infinite 
mercy He may imbue the heart of the new Sovereign with like sentiments of 
kindliness to those that characterised his august father, that he, too, may 
make for the peace of nations and the brotherhood of peoples. And we, on 
our part, offer our loyal homage in truest sincerity. 


HAMPSTEAD SYNAGOGUE. 

Addressing the congregation specially (the sermon being reserved for 
the Children's Service on the first Sabbath in the month), the Rev. A. A. 
Green paid a glowing tribute to the late King. So far as the country was 
concerned, he had from the day of his accession till the day of his death 
stood to his peuple as the personification of devotion to duty and unselfish 
consideration of every interest either confided to his care or likely to 
benefit from the exercise of his friendly influence. So far as the world 
was concerned, he was a force for peace and goodwill, and rendered service 
to the whole of humanity in this direction by reason of his tact, his 
greatness of heart, and his common sense. So far as Jews were concerned, 
his broadmindedness and tolerance not ouly set the tone to the catholicity 
of English feeling towards all classes and creeds, but set an example to 
other rulers in other lands, as to the value of which it was impossible to 
speak too highly in praise or to feel too deeply in gratitude. He asked the 
prayers of the congregation for the widowed Queen, whose sweet charity 
and true womanliness had endeared her to all, and for the new King, who 
needed all their loyalty and consideration in the performance of his high 
duties and grave responsibilities.

We are overwhelmed with grief at the sudden departure of our 
beloved King, and although it is not in.accordance with Jewish custom to 
sound a note of sadness on the Sabbath day, it would, I think, be contrary to 
your wish as it would to mine, to allow this service to conclude without 
giving expression, however briefly and inadequately, to our profound sorrow 
in this hour of national affliction. We lament the loss of one of the best and 
noblest Monarchs that ever sat upon a Throne. From the outset of his 
reign he set himself the highest ideal which a King could strive for, and for 
this ideal he consistently laboured. It is safe to assert that his ruling 
passion was “ Peace,” and thatas “ Edward the Peacemaker " he will be known 
to posterity. We know how, even in inclement weather and in his declining 
years, he would travel to other lands to equalise differences and to re-estab- 
lish good feeling. “He was full of tact and wisdom, and wherever he went 
he left a blessing behind him. But not alone did he stand for international 
peace. At home, all that tended to improve the condition of his people had 
his ready and cordial support. His large heart beat warmly for suffering 
humanity, and one of the fairest chapters which the historian will write will 
be that which will speak of His Majesty's connection with our hospitals, and 
his efforts to alleviate sorrow and mitigate pain. All sections of his subjects 
now mourn deeply and truly, but none do so more truly and more sincerely 
than we, the members of the House of Israel. We know how to value a good 
Monarch, and we thank God that our lot was cast on these heaven-favoured 
shores and under the benign rule of so just and tolerant a Monarch as 


Edward VII.

On Sabbath morning, the Rev. H. M. LAZARUs said that the Jewish com- 
munity was bowed down under the terrible grief which had befallen our 
country in the sad and sudden bereavement, the departure of our beloved 
King Edward.

righteousness. As we turned our hearts to our Heavenly Father, praying 
that his soul might be bound up in the bond of life everlasting, so we also 
prayed for God's grace for our new King George, King Edward's son and 
successor.

He said he could not preach 
the sermon he had intended, for their hearts were heavy with the calamity 
which had so suddenly overwhelmed them by the death of their beloved 
King. They were too numbed and stunned by its suddenness, too startled 
and stupefied by its unexpectedness, to realise the meaning and the magni- 
tude of the tragedy. They could not yet fully comprehend their loss. But 
they knew that the greatest of English monarchs had passed beyond mortal 
ken, that the wisest, noblest, and most popular of living rulers was no more, 
that one of the most potent forces for the peace and, therefore, the progress 
of the world had been removed. Their loss was more than a national loss— 
it was an international loss, it was a blow to humanity. How they loved 
their King! How precious his life was tothem! They loved him for his 
golden heart, for his qualities of mind, for what they had read and heard, 
and for what some of them knew, of his grace and charm of manner, for his 
devotion to the welfare of his people, for the manner in which he entered 
into their lives and shared in their joys and sorrows. They were proud of 
him for his statesmanship, proud of him as peacemaker of Europe, proud 
of his international reputation whereby he had raised still higher the 
prestige of the great British nation. In the presence of death all political 
strife would be hushed and political bitterness for the time ended. Let 
them hope—he felt it would be their dead King’s wish—that out of the 
opportunities for reflection and deliberation the lull would afford, there 
would be evolved some satisfactory solution of the political problem of the 
hour. Let them hope that the spirit of the departed would live on in his 
son and successor, and would ever animate all those who in future years 
would be his counsellors and advisers. As for their beloved and stricken 
Queen, their hearts went out to her and her children in their overwhelming 
sorrow. They prayed God might support her in her trial, and that it would 
be a source of comfort and strength to her to know that all her subjects, 
from the highest to the lowest, shared her grief and offered her the tribute 
of their loving and respectful sympathy.

MANCHESTER. 


In the course of his sermon at the Manchester Great Synagogue on 
Sabbath, the Rev. Dr. B. SALOMON said that the wound was too fresh for 
them to gauge the full depth of the great loss suffered. They all felt a sense 
of deep personal sorrow and grief. The late King’s life’s object was to 
make his people happy. Essentially a man who loved the people, he was not 
content to move in the highest circles but desired to mingle as much as 
possible with his children and to fulfil to the full the grand precept “ Love 
thy neighbour as thyself.” He made no distinction of race or creed. An 
impressive memorial prayer followed. 

On Sabbath, at the Central Synagogue, Rabbi I. J. Yorrry made feeling 
and touching references to the irreparable loss the British nation had sus- 
tained by the sudden death of King Edward VII., who had, by his peaceable 
disposition and genial demeanour, endeared himself to the whole world. 
He hoped the mantle of the father would fall upon his son, that he would be 
enabled, by the grace of God, to give his people an example of devout living, 
and to rule them wisely. At the conclusion of the sermon, the Rev. S. M. 
Boyarsky recited a Hazkarah. 

At the Higher Broughton Synagogue on Saturday, the Rev. A. CoHEN, 
B.A., prefaced his sermon with the following sentences :—It is my mournful 
duty to have to make a reference, however slight, to the sad blow which has 
fallen on this country, and which has plunged so large a proportion of the 
world’s population into the very depths of grief. The appalling suddenness 
with which the news of the late King’s illness reached us, followed so swiftly 
by his death, has made our burden of sorrow all the heavier to bear. Our 
heartfelt sympathy will go out to the Queen bereft of a loving husband, to 
the Royal Family deprived of their head, and to the whole of the British 
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nation at the irreparable loss it has sustained in the death of so ideal a 
ruler. Lam sure that the expression of grief which will issue from the 
Anglo-Jewish community will be as spontaneous, as genuine, and as sincere 
as that from any other section of the late King’s subjects. I hope soon to 
have the opportunity of dwelling at length on the life and work of King 
Edward VII. 

At the Holy Law and Beth Aaron Synagogue and Beth Hamidrash, the Rev. 
Mr. BURRACK recited the memorial prayer for the repose of the King’s soul. 

Prior to the commencement of the ordinary business of the annual 
meeting of the Old Hebrew Congregation, it was resolved, on the motion 
of the CHAIRMAN, to tender an expression of sympathy with the Royal 
Family on the great loss sustained by the death of King Edward. Letters 
of condolence on behalf of the congregation have been sent to the King and 
to Queen Alexandra. 

' in Sabbath, at the New Synagogue and Beth Hamidrash, the Rev. M. M. 
CoueN delivered a special sermon dedicated to the memor) of the late 
Monarch. He outlined briefly the most salient features of the late King as 
a lover of peace and humankind. But for his services the “ dogs of war would 
have been unchained in many critical moments. By his personal inter- 
ference he averted the terrible calamities and misery attendant upon war 
and its issues. The friend and defender of the oppressed, the just and 
merciful ruler, the peacemaker, these were the attributes by which he would 
he known to posterity. ; 

On learning of the serious condition of His Majesty, special prayers 
were offered in the Spanish and Portaguese Synagogue on Friday last, before 
the incoming of the Sabbath, and on further learning of the sad news of his 
demise, the Rev. J. H. VaLeyTIne, on Sabbath morning, in touching words 
alluded to the loss which the country and the whole of the British Empire 
had sustained. He felt that we, as Jews, had lost an earnest and sincere 
friend, and he hoped that the new Monarch who was to reign over the 
destinies of this mighty Empire would follow in the footsteps of his dis- 
tincuishedl and august father. He hoped the Great Disposer of Events would 
send His healing baim to the sorely-stricken members of the Royal Family 
and to the glorious English Nation who were now mourning the loss of a 
loving and beneficent hing.

Our lamented Sovereign proved himself the embodiment of all those 
qualities which modern England has learned to associate with all its rulers 
anit’ which make a monarch great and revered and his subjects happy and 
blessed. To us Jews -the downtrodden and persecuted of the nations -hing 
Edward stood forth as the champion of freedom, the protector of the 
oppressed’ and, above all, as the leading royal disciple of Aaron, the 
Peacemaker ; and because we recognised in him all this, and because, as 
subjects loyal to the core, we feel the demise of our beloved ruler as none 
others can feel it, we deem it but fitting that the first prayers for the eternal 
repose of His Majesty should be those offered up ia the synagogues of our 
people. Whilst the eyes of the King are searcely yet ciosed for ever to this 
world, to be opened again to the glories of the Great Beyond, it is not the 
time to pass in review the events of his life and the greatness of his reign, 
which surely will be inscribed in the Book of Jasher. Our hearts go out in 
sympathy with the bereaved Queen and the members of her House, and with 
all our fellow-citizens who weep with us because of the conflagration which 
the Lord has kindled.

The Jewish community as a whole had lost in King 
Edward a true friend and well-wisher, and they had all reason to mourn and 
to bewail his untimely death as a severe and heavy blow. Dr. Daiches con- 
cluded with a prayer for the new King, who, he hoped, would lead Britain 
along the path of true freedom and tolerance, as his august predecessors had 


done before him, and would spread culture and civilisation in the darkest 
and remotest corners of the globe.

; Cours, President, spoke as follows :—We meet this afternoon in the 
shadow of the great calamity which has suddenly befallen our fellow 
eountrymen, and in the presence of a great national sorrow which is shared 
by all lasses of every creed. The death of His Most Gracious Majesty has 
aroused feelings of the profoundest grief in all parts of the Empire and 
has evoked a sense of loss, almost personal in its character. In these 
sevtiments the Jewish commmunity participates to the full and 
dds its tribute of grief to those which are now finding spon- 
taneous and touching expression from a bereaved and sorrow-stricken 
people. In the reign which has just suddenly closed, leaving behind 
a ciorious record of peaceful progress and social advancement, our 
corelivionists have been permitted to realise their highest political aspira- 
tions, and distinguished members of our community have been summoned 
to conspicuous positions in the State both at home and abroad. This move- 
ment of tolerance and just recognition of merit, wherever found, derived its 
strength from, and was encouraged by, the Sovereign, whose death we are 
now mourning.

May his soul 
be bound in the bond of life everlasting with the souls of his beloved kins- 
folk who have gone to their eternal rest.

The singular favour with which King Edward VII. treated i 
Jewish subjects has often been At Brighton he ion 
(lown with Mr. Arthur Sassoon as if in company with a younger brother, and 
was an unassuming and easily contented guest in the modest est. blishment 
which, though equipped with the good taste and refinement that any place 
would show where Mrs. Sassoon had made her home, was yet but a’ com- 
fortable villa among others in an ordinary health resort. A clever lady 
wrote a little story in which she imagined the King paying a week-end visit 
to an ordinary suburban house to study and share in middle-class life, and 
if No. 8, King’s Gardens, Hove, was considerably superior to the imagined 
residence of the heroine of “ So like the King,” and if the King’s praise for the 
skill of his “ Arthur's” cook was not undeserved. the dwelling was by no means 
apalace. The“ Tolet” boards which decorated the front of the next house in 
the terrace were hastily taken down a day or two before the King’s visit in 
danuary of the present year, but similar notices remained upon a house a few 
doors off, as appeared by the photograph in the Daily Graphic of January 12th 
last. In their well-ordered but unpretending residence the King-Emperor 
contentedly sojourned with his kindly host and accomplished hostess 
driving out sometimes to Worthing to sit in the grounds of the pretty 
marine resilence which Lady Loder left for the occupation of various 
members of her family, at other times calling on his host's kinsman or friends 
inthe neighbourhood, contented with the fresh air and with an occasional 
stroll on the westward extension of those green lawns where many of us 
have seen Louis Cohen, when the guest of Lord Swaythling, Joseph Moses 
with his son-in-law, Sir George Jessel, Philip Salomons, perhaps with his 
brother, the first Sir David, or his father-in-law. Jacob Montefiore, Sir 
Joseph Montefiore, while the temporary tenant of a house in Brunswick 
Square, and other patriarchs of our own community. It will be remem- 
bered that the King was often the guest of Mr. and Mrs. Sassoon 
at another residence of theirs, Tulchan Lodge, a pretty house on the side of 
a hill, where special preparations had been made for his reception and 
where the King used to pursue his favourite Highland sports.

But he had studied the Jewish origins of Christianity oni 
knew the Land as well as the Book. Forty-eight years ago, almost to the 
day, the then Prince of Wales travelled to Palestine, as King George V. has 
also done under the auspices of the present generation of Messrs. Cook 
when he partook of the Passover in the Holy Land. The King’s guide and 
cicerone in his Palestinian pilgrimage was the late Dean Stanley. a Liberal 
Churchman, if ever such existed, a cultured exponent of those histories which 
make Mount Zion dear toall the civilised world. In the Jewisu Curosicre of 
May 2nd, 1862, it may be read how Edward VIL., then Prince of Wales, met the 
Chief Rabbi of Jerusalem at the Western Wall. The descendant of Richard 
Cceur-de-Lion was covered, but raised his hat when the venerable Hebrew 
explained that they stood beside an authentic relic of the Temple, the work 
of the son of David ; and the Prince made of the Haham the dutifu! request 
that he would pray for his august mother, then Queen of England. The 
Haham Bashi followed this prayer with an invocation which it is pathetic to 
remember now. Standing beside the wall of Jerusalem, the Rabbi prayed to 
the King of Kings that the soul of the late Prince Consort might rest in 
peace. in the realms of eternal bliss. The King went the round 
of the synagogues in Jerusalem, inspected the sacred scrolls there and 
the wards of the Rothschild Hospital; and he made similar visits 
in the great Syrian city of Damascus, the gate of the desert. Nor did 
he forget Israel when he had paid his respects to the fallen shrine of 
the House of Judah. The Samaritans assembled on a terrace of Mount 
Gerizim to greet the Prince of the West. About an hour before sunset the 
prayers began, and six sheep tended by young men in white carments 
appeared among the crowd. The JewisH CHRONICLE has recorded. on the 
ultimate authority, it is believed, of Dean Stanley, that as the sun sank 
behind the western ridge, the young men burst into a wild chant, drew forth 
long knives, and brandished them in the air. The sheep were thrown on 
their backs and the sacrifice performed. In the stream of blood which 
poured from the throats of the dedicated victims, the young 
men dipped their fingers and marked with blood the faces of 
children. In this archaic ceremony, preserved in our lost Fatherland, 
we trace the same sanctity in the life-stream of a kosher animal whic! cave 
protection toour ancestors’ homes in Egypt. It is interesting to think of the 
King attending a rite so time-honoured. He indicated his own rvligious 
belief by taking part in the service of the Christian Church, whieh Dean 
Stanley celebrated amidst the ruins of Baalbec. 


Some Friends and a Jewish Wedding. 


Lord Pirbright is understood to have pleased the King by his inimitable 
savoir faire and admirable skill in English and German conversation, aod it 
was a question of the King as to his omission from a represe! (itive 
Jewish deputation—after Lord Pirbright had resigned his great o! ccs in 
our community—which is said to have had the unfortunate result of |-.ding 
him to feel aggrieved, and still further to recede from his connec: tion 
with Judaism.

Anglo-Jewry when King Edward was Born.

The thirty thousand Jews ot 
Is .ve probably not more, quite possibly less, than 30,000 descendants in

i ricular. The year 1841 was far in advance of the rise of the tide of 
immicration from Eastern Earope. The majority of the Jews of England of 
the vy were natives, most of them—Ashkenazi as well as Sephardi—the 
d.scendants of Dutch immigrants. There was also a smaller element of 
(j » origin—notably the families of Rothschild, Goldsmid and Moses, 
anc: «(ors of the Beddington, Marsden, Walford and other well-known modern 
London Jewish families. Theforeign Jews in England originated from the 
gan untries,although there wasasprinklingfrom centres outside of Holland 


and Germany, for instance, from Denmark, whence Joseph Hambro, the founder 
of the well-known family of bankers, who was then resident in London, 
althouch his only connection with the Jewish community was a contributing 
membership of the Great Synagogue, had come. The Sephardim, who num- 
bered 2.500, were with few exceptions of either Datch or English birth. 
The immigration of Marranos had, of course, stopped long before. There 
wer a few reeruits from Italy and Morocco, but the immigration of pseudo- 
Sephardim from the near East had not yet commenced. 
The Jewish Quarter. 

London Jewry is stated at this period to have consisted of a fair number 
of rich members, a small middle class and a very considerable lower class. 
Sir Moses Montefiore, who had then been long prominent in Jewish and 
general public life, estimated that half the members of his community were 
at that time in receipt of charitable relief. The proportion of Ashkenazim 
similarly circumstanced was not so great, but it was nevertheless very 
considerable. The very small dimensions of the middle class were due to 
the restrictions against Jewish trade in the City. Jews were, until 1851, 
excluded from the freedom of the City, which carried with it the right to 
engige in retail trade within the City boundaries. The Jews of the City 
were thus driven either to seek service with others or to engage in whole- 
sale dealings, and for the latter, of course, but a few, relatively, possessed 
the reyuisite capital. West of Temple Bar and East of Aldgate Pump the 
jurisdiction of the City Corporation held nosway. Once outside the City 
boundaries Jews were free to trade either in retail or in wholesale, and in 
consequence, Jewish settlements arose under the shadow of the City walls 
That on the .west was, however, not very considerable. In the other 
direction the Jewish population was larger, but here it was for the most 
part an ordinary overflow from the Jewish quarter within the City rather 
than an independent settlement. 

The Jews when they originally came to England in the time of the 
Stuarts, settled, as was natural, in the foreign quarter of the City, and this 
neizhbourhood bas remained Jewish ever since, although the expansion of 
busmmess has gradually pushed it further and further east. At the opening 
of Queen Victoria‘’s reign, however, the distribution of the Jews in London 
dilered but slightly from that of the Crypto-Jews of Charles IL. or of their 
children who dwelt under the protection of the Merry Monarch. In the 
two centuries that had elapsed between the settlement in England of 
Carvajal and the death of William IV. the scene of London Jewry had hardly 
shifted. Goodman's Fields, Bevis Marks, and their surroundings, together 
will) the district east of Houndsditch, housed the great bulk of our English 
cor-livionists. Some of the wealthier lived further afield in the neighbour- 
hood of Great St. Helen’s and Finsbury Square, although Great Preseott 
Streot was also a fashionable thoroughfare in the community. The poorer 
classes lived immediately to the east of Houndsditch. In the first years of 
Yueen Vietoria’s reign the wealthier Jews began to move westwards, and 
by the time of the birth of King Edward there were already Jewish residents 
in Park Lane and Piceadilly. This migration was one of the principal 
causes that culminated in the secession and the establishment of the Reform 
Synagogue, which was opened a year after the late King was born. 

Their Occupations. 

The wealthiest members of the community in London were financiers 
and stockbrokers. There were in addition some prominent merchants. 
Many of these were engaged in the West Indian trade, in which they had 
coreligionists as correspondents in the islands, or as diamond merchants, 
co-operating with relatives in Holland. There were also some general 
merchants dealing with the Continent, in the community. Of this descrip- 
tion had been Nathan Mayer Rothschild, who had, however, by the date 
With which | am dealing removed from Manchester to London, and had 
devoted himself to finance rather than to commerce. There was a very 
small number of Jews engaged in the professions. This poverty was due to 
the great difficulties that lay in the educational path of English Jewry. 
The publie schools were closed to them, and the Universities practically 
80. University College, which was established on a non-sectarian basis, 
had been in existence for but a short time. Even Jews’ College was still 
but an unrealised dream. The sons of the better classes went to Jewish 
Private schools, of which the best known were those of Hyman Hurwitz at 
Highgate, Mr. Neumegen at Kew, Isaac Cohen at Hammersmith, and Henry 
Solomon at Edmonton and afterwards at Hammersmith also. Nevertheless, 
the sprinkling of Jews engaged in the learned professions was scattered 
over all of them, and in 1841 Mr. Francis Goldsmid was already at the bar, 
Baroard Van Oven practised medicine, David Mocatta was an architect, 
Benjamin Gompertz an actuary, Hyman Hurwitz and James Sylvester on the 
Professorial staff of University College. Buta month before the late King's 
birth Professor Sylvester had resigned the chair of Natural Philosophy at 
that institation, in order to accept a similar appointment across the 
Atlantie, 

The Personnel. 

The names of many of the men who administered the affairs of London 

Jewry in 1841 are still familiar. First comes Sir Moses Montefiore, who had 
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already been knighted, and Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid who had just been 
made a baronet. With him should be mentioned his sons, Francis and 
Frederic ; David Salomons, not yet a baronet or member of Parliament, but 
already a valiant soldier in the cause of Jewish emancipation ; Nathan 
Mayer Rothschild and his sons, Lionel, Anthony and Nathaniel—-Meyer was 
only twenty-three in 1841; Isaac Cohen, Meyer Rothschild’s father-in-law, and 
his relatives, Louis Cohen, Benjamin Cohen ; Hananel de Castro; S. J. Waley 
Professor Jacob Waley was but twenty-two in 1811); Aaron Joseph ; Benjamin 
Elkin : Myer Solomon, the founder of the St. Alban's Place Synagogue, who 
died in the year of King Edward's birth. Rabbi Herschell was still in office, but 
Haham Raphael Meldola had died many years before, and no successor 
had yet been appointed. David Meldola, A. Haliva, J. Levy, A. Levy and 
A. L. Barnet were the dayanim. Chazan Barnett was then at the Hambro 
Synagogue. He changed to the New Synagogue the following year. ther 
prominent members of the London community were Louis Lucas, A. L. 
Moses, Jacob Franklin, a brother of the late Mr. Ellis Franklin, S. H. Ellis, 
Michael Josephs and his son, Walter Josephs, Hyam Guedalla and Judah 
(juedalla,Sampson Samuel, Philip Salomons, Isaac Foligno, Baron Samuel de 
Symons, Horatio Montefiore and Heury Faudel. The patron of the com- 
munity was the Royal Duke of Sussex. 


The Institutions. 


Daring the generation that preceded the birth of King Edward, the 
status and wealth of the Ashkenazim progressed considerably, with the 
result that during the first half of last century a large number of Ashkenazi 
institutions was established. The Board of Deputies had, of course, been 
in existence for eighty years. Its membership at the time amounted to 
twenty-four, including representatives of Newcastle and Bath. There were 
about forty charitable institutions in London, thirty-two of which were 
related to the Ashkenazi side of the community. The Sephardi charities 
included an orphan asylum, founded in 1703, a society for providing dowries 
and for other benevolent objects, the Villareal School, the Beth Holim, 
which then performed the fanetions of « hospital, a lying-in hospital and a 
home for the Aged, the Mahasim Tobim, an institution with general charitable 
objects, a society for the distribution of meat, and the Joseph Barrow Alms- 
houses. The Spanish and Portuguese Board of Guardians had been but 
recently established. 

The Ashkenazi institutions included an Initiation Society, the Meshebat 
Nephesh, the Jews’ Hospital, which was still at Mile End, the Aged Needy 
Society, the Hand-in-Hand Asylum for clothing, maintaining and providing 
asylum for aged and decayed tradesmen, the Society for the Relief of the 
Indivent Blind, the Promoters of Charity (a Bread and Coal Society), the 
Western Jewish Philanthropic Society, and the Jews’ Free School, all 
the children in which were clothed at the expense of the Baroness de 
Rothschild. The Jews’ Infant School was opened only two months before 
the birth of the King, and was situated at the corner of Gravel Lane and 
Houndsditch, accommodation being provided for 160 children. Mr. Francis 
Goldsmid, the uncle of the present President, was the first occupant of 
that office. Another Ashkenazi institution was the A. L. Moses Almshouses, 
founded by Abraham Lyon Moses. The Ladies’ Benevolent Institution, for 
the purpose of relieving poor. Jewish lying-in women, had been established 
by Mrs. N. M. Rothschild in 1812. Another society provided clothing for 
poor Jewish boys. Others were the Ladics’ Benevolent Society, managed 
by a committee of young ladies; the Western Institution and the West- 
minster Benevolent Institution, which provided for the education, clothing and 
apprenticeship of boys. Outof the latter evolved the Westminster Jews’ 
Free School. Then there were a Widows’ Pension Society, one for clothing 
poor boys, a third for cheering the needy at festivals, anda confined mourning 
society. The Jews’ Orphan Asylum, many years afterwards amalgamated 
with the Jews’ Hospital, which has always enjoyed royal patronage, then 
received that of the Qaeen Dowager. A project for the establishment of a 
Jewish college was being ventilated at the time, but it did not materialise 
until much later. 

There were six synagogues established in London at that time. As has 
already been mentioned, the Sephardi community was without a Haham. 
The spiritual head was the Chief Dayan David Meldola, the Chazan was 
D. A. de Sola, his brother-in-law, and the Secretary Solomon Almosnino. 
At the Great Synagogue Asher was Chazan and Mombach choirmaster. The 
New Synagogue had but recently removed to Great St. Helen's. The 
Hambro had been in Church Passage for thirty-five years. Outside of the 
city were the Brewer Street (afterwards the Maiden Lane) Synagogue, and 
the Western Synagogue. The latter was already established in St. Alban's 
Piace, having been opened as a public place of worship in Denmark Court in 
1797. It was the first London synagogue to enjoy the services of a regular 
English preacher, but the first of the modern Anglo-Jewish ministers, the 
Rev. H. A. Henry, did not take up office until 1842. Previous to this year, 
however, the Rey. D. A. de Sola bad preached very occasionally in English 
at Bevis Marks, and the Rev. Tobias Goodman at the Western Synagogue a 
quarter-of-a-century earlier. 


The Anglo-‘ewish Press. 


At the date of which Lam writing the Anglo-Jewish Press consisted of the 
Voice of Jacob, the first number of which appeared on the l6th of September, 
1841, and the fourth issue of which, published on the 12th of November, 
announced the birth of an heir to the throne. The JEWISH CHRONICLE came 
into existence in the same year—three days after the birth of his late 
Majesty, which event, however, it totally ignored—but survived for but a few 
months, to spring like a phuenix from its ashes in 1844. The Voice of Jacob 
started with a definite policy, prominent in which were the establishment of 
a Jewish Theological Seminary, the organisation and co-ordination of the 
communal institutions, including the reform of the Board of Deputies, the 
promotion of educational institutions, and the defence of the community and 
its members against the onslaughts of the conversionists. Its founder was 
Mr. Jacob A. Franklin, a brother of the late Mr. Ellis Franklin, and he 
collected around him as coadjutors Mr. Sampson Samuel, the Rev. D. 
A. de Sola, the Rev. M. J Raphall, of Birmingham, Dr. A. Benisch, Professor 
Theodores, of Manchester, and others. Those who were financially interested, 
(‘that is to say, shared in the loss), were Mr. Hananel de Castro, Mr. Henry 
Jessel, and Mr. Haim Guedalla. The JEWiIsh CHRONICLE, during its very brief 
initial career, was under the direction of Dayan Meldola and Mr. Moses 
Angel, Headmaster of the Jews’ Free School. 

Of particular interest at the present moment are the following extracts 
from the early issues of The Voice of Jacob :— 

12th November, 1841. 


BIRTH OF A PRINCE. 


We congratulate our brethren on this happy event. It is not the habit of our 
people to make a parade of our loyalty ; it is the less needful, because the sentiment 
is scarcely ever questioned ; but as Britons, regarding the event with British feelings, 
we cannot but rejoice at this new promise of a continuance of the succession in the 
present dynasty. Weare thankful that Providence has vouchsafed this to us, and 
hope soon to find the royal mother reoccupying her usual station. We understand 
that a special form of thanksgiving, to be read in all the synagogues, is even now in 
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preparation, and that the name of the Prince of Wales will in due season be inserted 
in our liturgy. 

k rom the next issue of the periodical its readers learnt that a special 
thanksgiving on the birth of the prince was introduced into the morning 
service of Saturday, the 13th of November. The recitation of the 72nd 
Psalm preceded, and the “full Hallelujah chorus” followed the special 
prayer. Then came the prayer for the Royal Family. “ We would insert 
the prayer, which has been very happily translated into English, in our 
columns, but that its having been generally circulated and published also 
in some of the daily journals relieves us of the occasion to exclude more 
novel matter."’ Finally, loyal addresses on the birth of the Prince were 
presented to the Queen at the Levee of the 16th of March and to Prince 
Albert and the Duchess of Kent at Buckingham Palace on the following 
day. rhe addresses were presented by Mr. Hananel de Castro, of the 
Sephardi Community, Mr. H. H. Cohen, Warden of the Great Synagogue, and 
Mr. J. H. Helbert, all on behalf of the Board of Deputies. 


The Provinces. 

Outside of the Metropolis there were Jewish congregations *at Bath, 
Bedford, Birmingham, Brighton, Bristol, Canterbury, Chatham, Cheltenham, 
Cambridge, Dover, Dublin, Exeter, Edinburgh, Falmouth, Glasgow (two 
synagogues), Hull, Ipswich, Leeds, Liverpool, Manchester (two synagogues), 
Merthyr, Newcastle, Norwich, Nottingham, Penzance, Portsmouth, Plymouth, 
Ramsgate, Sheerness, Sheffield, Southampton, Sunderland, Swansea and 
Yarmouth. Those in the West of England were for the most part but relies 
of eighteenth and early nineteenth century prosperity. The Ramsgate Syna- 
gogue was, of course, that built by Sir Moses Montefiore for his personal con- 
venience. After London, the principal Jewish community was at Liverpool. 
The leading families there were the Yates and the Mozley. The former 
family was and is closely related to the Samuel family which was also still 
in residence on the Mersey, the most prominent member being the 
litterateur, Moses Samuel, an uncle of Lord Swaythling. Professor D. M. 
Isaacs became, in 1841, Minister of the Liverpool Hebrew Congregation. He 
had previously been Minister to the Manchester and Liverpool Congrega- 
tions jointly. One of the most distinguished ministers and preachers 
Anglo-Jewry ever had, his fame has survived until the present, a full 
generation since his death. Professor Marks, who submitted his first essays 
in preaching to the kindly criticism of Professor Isaacs, was also until this 
year in the service of the Liverpool community. So prominent in Liverpool 
society were some of the members of the community that several of them 
received invitations to the banquet at which Prince Albert was entertained 
when he visited the city. 

__ Birmingham was also fortunate in having as its Minister a man con- 
siderably above the average. Dr. M. J. Raphall was a scholar of repute, 
He ultimately removed to the United States, where he found a large province 
for his activity. The Jewish population consisted of about 140 families, all 
engaged in retail trade. In addition, the town was the centre for a large 
number of Jewish hawkers, who traded in the surrounding district. The 
communal institutions included a philanthropic society and a school. The 
latter moved into a new building during the year with which I am dealing. 

The Manchester community incladed a number of rich Germans proba- 
bly attracted to some extent by the original settlement in that ‘city of 
Nathan Mayer Rothschild. The community owned a large school, a philan- 
thropic institution, and several other institutions. Professor Theodores 
was the principal scholar of the community, in the work of which he took a 
prominent part. His coadjutors in that work were members of the Franklin 
and Behrens families, the former consisting in particular of Abraham and 
Isaac, father and brother respectively of Mr. Ellis Franklin, Philip Lucas and 
A. Bauer. Mr. Nathan, the founder of the first synagogue, survived until 
long after the date of which I am writing. Bristol was also a relatively 
important Jewish centre, with the Rev. A. L. Green as Reader. The popula- 
tion amounted to about 200, with several communal institutions. The Hull 
community was of about the same size, with Mr. Bethel Jacobs as its leader. 
The Jews of Ipswich were held in such respect by their neighbours that, in 
order to suit their convenience, the market day was changed from Saturday 
to Tuesday. In Exeter there were several institutions. At Dover was 
situated the school kept by Mr. Cohen, father of the late Mrs. David Lewis and 
the late Mme. Otterbourg. The community there did not, however, possess a 
cemetery, but made use of that at Canterbury when the necessity arose, 
Ramsgate had a few Jewish families, in addition to that which resided at 
East Cliff Lodge. At Bath a new synagogue was opened in the year 1841.

HALLEY’'S COMET IN JEWISH HISTORY .—In the course of an address 
on Halley’s comet, delivered by Mr. A. C. D). Crommelin, F.R.A.S., of the 
Greenwich Observatory, on Monday, he said that hé did not intend to say that 
he looked upon the conjunction of the appearances of the comet during the 
centuries with notable events in the world's history as cause and effect, but 
merely as interesting aids to memory. There was a possible reference to 
Halley's comet in the first chapter of Jeremiah’s prophecies, verses 11 to 14, 
where Jeremiah (according to the revised version) said:—*I see a rod of an 
almond tree. Then said the Lord unto me, Thou hast well seen for | watch 
over My word to perform it.” If the reference was intended the watching 
rod was the vertical tail of the comet appearing before the head appeared, 
and the prophet’s words “a seething cauldron” would mean the head of the 
comet after the comet was risen. It was not an inapt comparison with 
the head of an active comet. The sword which Josephus stated hung over 
Jerusalem before that city's fall was in all probability Halley's comet. 


AN IMPUDENT SWINDLER.—We referred in these columns some time 
back to a daring swindler travelling in the East who represented himself to 
be Chief Rabbi of Manchester: This individual achieved a certain amount 
of notoriety by having been the alleged victim of a train robbery. Since 
then he has been going through France masquerading this time as the son 
of the “ Chief Rabbi of Manchester,”’ whom he represented to be in a state 
of destitution as a result of the supposed robbery. As the appetite crows 
with eating, so the impudence of this swindler has swollen with the money 
he has extracted from the pockets of the credulous. He now shows cards 
which describe him in French as a Chevalier of the Legion of Honour, and 
“decorated with the noble order of His Brittanic Majesty, the Victoria 
Cross.” The latter distinction is awarded for bravery; we have not yet 
heard that itis granted for effrontery.

He remembered at the first Congress how Schenkin 
had been impressed by the way in which Dr. Herzl had produced perfect 
silence by the mere ringing of a bell. He had never experienced that before. 
On thesecond day, when Schenkin spoke and was disturbed by interraptions, 
he felt in his back pocket and began ringing a bell of hisown.

It need hardly be said that the tragic news of the passing of King 
Edward was the sole topic on Saturday in all places where our people 
congregated. In the synagogue courtyards, in the tiny chevras and the more 
prosperous places of worship one heard the sad news retailed in whispered 
sentences. The nameof Edward the Seventh has stood for all that is finest 
and most tolerant in royal manhood, and his loyal Jewish subjects here, 
though the opportunities of seeing - him in person had been but few, thought 
an immense deal of him. As soon as the Sabbath had terminated the humble 
tradespeople put up their black shutters, and made it clear that their grief 
was no less than that of their neighbours of the dominant faith. | 

Naturally, the synagogues were in a quandary when it came to the 
recitalof the customary prayer for the Royal Family. In the majority of places 
of worship it was thought advisable to omit the prayer in its entirety, pending 
an Oflicial revision of the invocation. One synagogue, however, thought it a 
pity to pass the opportunity by, and the prayer was recited, the divine 
blessing being solicited for “Our most gracious Majesty King George.” 
Saturday evening in the East End reminded me in many respects of the eve 
ofa fast. The people seemed depressed; even the costers with their 
barrows refrained from shouting their wares. 

It was stated in one of the evening papers on Tuesday that orders for 
mourning attire from residents in Whitechapel and the surrounding districts 
were pouring in in hundreds, and that the staffs of the local drapers were 
overwhelmed with work. One facetious draper told the reporter that“ the 
loyalty of the Jewish community is such that the retailers are paying any 
price to secure black goods,” 

The two hundred Russian school teachers, whose visit to London was 
postponed last year for fear that it might be turned to political advantage, 
are said to be about to visit the metropolis inthe summer, in order that they 
might study London's educational organisation. As was the case last year, 
when the elaborate programme of arrangements came to naught, the National 
Union of Teachers and the London Teachers Association are co-operating 
in order to give the guests a very cordial welcome. 

The programme which has been arranged is a very full one, and it seems 
very likely that the young people will find “ flying visits "alone practica- 
ble. Very few of the visitors can speak English, and it will be necessary 
for a number of capable interpreters to accompany the party. The visitors 
will undoubtedly include a sprinkling of coreligionists, but, so far, it is not 
certain whether the community will take any part in entertaining them. 

Our Jewish Friendly Societies have been watching with no little interest 
for the outcome of the recent contribution in your columns on the ethics of 
“sitting shiva.”” That the matter affects them to a considerable extent is 
incontrovertible. Their hard and fast rules, except in special cases, have 
no cognisance of the “ attenuated shiva.” Now and then a friendly society 
member will obtain dispensation from his Rabbi, and will be permitted to 
sit three days. This dispensation often places the society in a fix, for in 
many cases the Rabbi will not have been informed that the man will make 
application for the full amount of his shiva benefit. So far as society mem- 
bers are concerned, any attempt to abolish the time-honoured custom of shiva 
is sternly discouraged. The formal shiva of one hour's duration, necessitated 
by the tardy receipt of news of death abroad, is, of course, recognised. 
But any attempt to introduce innovations will receive little encouragement 
in this particular quarter. 

In the list of prize and certificate winners in the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals Competition for essays on “ The Duty of 
Kindness to Animals,” very many names of Jewish children are noticeable. 
They form no inconsiderable percentage of the whole but, as in the case of 
the People’s Palace Musical Festival, it was to be regretted that many of the 
competitors were unable to attend to receive their rewards, as the day fixed 
happened to be a Saturday. The honour of receiving a prize or certificate 
at royal hands may be expected to occupy no insignificant place in the life of 
a young person, but no parent with a sense of religious responsibility would 
permit his child to travel on the Sabbath, even though the reward at the 
other end were a prize and a royalsmile. 

I had hoped to obtain a few specimen essays for reproduction, with, if 
possible, a number of “ freak " essay papers. The Society, however, raised a 
curious objection. “If,” said the Secretary, “ you publish any of the essays, it 
is very likely that their contents will be copied and used next year.” This 
official objection was final and quite to be appreciated. 

In glancing through the second report of the Departmental Committee 
appointed to enquire into the procedure of Coroners’ Courts, I came across 
the very interesting evidence of the Rev. Samuel Levene, of Ramsgate, with 
reference to the dangers of flannelette when used for infants’ clothing. Mr. 
Levene laid especial stress upon the cheapness of non-inflammable 
flannelette, a fact which was borne out by other witnesses. The trouble is 
that there are foolish mothers who will not expend the extra halfpence per 
yard and thus do away with all possibility of their children’s garments 
becoming ignited in their temporary absence. This has been borne out by 
many of our Jewish social workers, who tell me that they cannot understand 
false economy of this description. Where it is possible to do so, precautions 
should be taken by all means. This point might be thrust home at all our 
Jewish “ mothers’ meetings,” and borne in mind by those generous contri- 
butors of garments for the poor. . 

I understand that it is intended to agitate once again for the sweeping 
away of the necessity for Jewish Friendly Societies to meet in public-houses. 
There has been much talk of doing “ something,” but, so far, words have not 
served to bring about this much-needed reform. Apart from the dietary 
offensiveness of the name, it must detract from the value of the proceedings 
if, for example, a society meets in the top room of “ The Blue Pig.” Mine 
host charges a nominal rent, invariably on the understanding that a fairly 
decent sum is spent in drinks. Let the orders not come up to expectations, 
and, hey, presto! there comes the summary notice to quit. “* The Blue Pig” 
is forsaken for the “ Green Lion,” and the comedy is repeated all over again. 

The Jewish Master Tailors’ Federation intend holding an important 
meeting at the“ Three Nuns” Hotel, Aldgate, on Tuesday evening. The 
Federation is making satisfactory progress and has done much to improve 
the prestige of the employers whose interests it represents. 

Mr. Louis Davis has been elected Chairman of the Finance Committee of 
the St. George’s Guardians, and has also been appointed to represent the 
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Guardians on the Stepney Distress Committee and the Council of the East 
London Apprenticing Fund. 

WHITHCHAPEL ART GALLERY.—An exhibition of “Twenty years of 
British Art.” was opened at the Whitechapel Art Gallery on Tuesday. A special 
feature of the exhibition is the nucleus of a collection of modern pictures now being 
formed by Sir Hugh Lane for the Johannesburg Gallery. Mr. Solomon. Solomons 
portraitof the Chief Rabbi (lent by the Council of Jews’ College), is attracting much 
attention. Mr. W. Rothenstein is represented by, among other pictures, “ The Reading 
from Esther.” Miss Flora Lion sends “Portrait of my Mother,’ and Mr. Ff. L 
Emanuel nine pencil drawings. Six paintings by W. Strang, A.R.A., of events 
connected with Adam and Eve, are subjects of keen interest, especially “ The Burial 
of Adam.

The annual meeting of the Jewish Working Mens Club was held in the club 
premises, (;reat Alie Street, on Sunday.

But judging from appearances the 
hopes of the Trustees and Executive were not to be speedily realised. There was a 
small attendance and for the second year there had been no contest for Committee 
There always must be certain members who were not entirely satisfied with the way the 
club was beingcarried on, and he asked them to offer themselves for election on the Com- 
mittee and to make suggestions for the welfare of theclub. He complained that the 
lady members of the club were indifferent, inasmuch as they did not seek election on 
the Committee, although by the rules the lady members were entitled to two lady 
representatives on the General Committee. The Executive Committee were anxious 
to heip the club in all ways, butit was absolutely necessary that they should have 
two hundred more members It was impossible to force people to become members. 
but he was sure that it lay in the power of members to introduce the required number 
that was essential for the successful working of the institution. He thoughtit would 
be a good idea if the debating section devoted one evening or more a session to a dis- 
cussion on the club, how its interests could be best advanced and what attractions 
should be made so as to prove a draw for the many in the neighbourhood who were 
at present not connected with any club such as theirs. He was very sorry to 
announce that the club was about to receive the greatest blow it had suffered of 
late years in the resignation of Mr. M. Hyman Isaacs, who had acted as Chairman of 
the Club for many years past. The Club had never had a more valuable servant. and 
it would be many a day ere they would be able to find an able successor. In 
recognition of his past services he trusted that they would elect him to a place of 
honour as an honorary \ice-President of the Club. In conclusion, he moved the 
adoption of the report and balance-sheet. 

After a brief discussion, the motion was unanimously carried. 

The following were elected :—Lord Swaythling, Hon. President: the Hon. T. § 
Montagu. President; Right Hon. Lord Rothschild, Messrs. Jerrold N. Joseph, J. M 
Lissack, f. |. Spielmann, and M. Hyman Isaacs, Hon. Vice-Presidents : Leonard B. 
Franklin, Laurence A. lsaacs and Stuart M. Samuel, M.P.. Vice-Presidents: Eustace 
A. Lindo and James Castello, Auditors; F. J. Hymanand 8. E. Franklin. Treasurers: 
Digby L. Solomon and 8. Porter, Hon. Secretaries. 

In returning thanks for his re-election as Hon. Vice-President, Mr. Srigtman 
announced that the Athletic Section will give a display at the Club on the 29th inst. 

The annual report states that the decrease in membership apparent for so many 
years past, seems at last to have been arrested. The number on the books on Decem- 
ber jist, 1909, was 417, as compared with 548 on the corresponding date of 1908. and 
780 in 1907, and 40 members in excess of the number at the corresponding period of 
1909, have been registered since the beginning of the year 1910. The report ascribes 
the decrease in membership to changed conditions, and states that not only have 
other working mens clubs sprung up in the district where formerly this was the 
only club, but within the last decade several Jewish working lads’ club had been 


formed in the Whitechapel district, and the majority of members on leaving, joined 
the 


Old Boys Club, whereas such individuals would have joined the 
Jewish Working Mens Club. The_ receipts from all sources during 
the year were £0.05, a8 compared with £527 in 1908, and £649 in 1907 


During the past year the interior of the club has been entirely cleaned and 
redecorated at a cost of about £255. To meet this special expenditure the trustees of 
the club building sold out the leasehold redemption policies, which realised a few 
pounds more than the decoration cost. There theréfore no longer exists any sinking 
fund on the lease of the club. 

The report gives the various changes in the personnel of the ciub and an 
account of the activities of the club's many sections. Thanks are expressed to ladies 
and gentlemen who have shown their interest in the club in many directions.

A Man Withcut Guile. 


At the same time, the character of the man shines 
through everything he wrote. He must have been a 
thoroughly pious Jew, who reverently believed all 
he taught ; a simple nature, without the least trace 
of guile. Such was his modesty and straightfor- 
wardness, that while he put forward his own views 
with diflidence, he was always careful to state the 
sources from which he bad gleaned information, and 
was never ashamed to acknowledge his ignorance. 
He was the very reverse of a sciolist. 

In accordance with the ideas of his age, he com- 
bined the allegorical exegesis of the Rabbins with 
the literal interpretation of the text. But as he 
grew older, he came tc see that the literal interpre- 
tation is to be preferred, and he told his grandson, 
Rashbam, that if his time were to come over again 
— he would adopt the latter method, His penetration 
, of the literal sense of Scripture amounts almost to 
. genius, considering that he had but a very imperfect 
acquaintance with Hebrew grammar, and scarcely 
any equipment in philosophy and science. : 

Every schoolboy who knows anything of Rabbi- 
nical literature his been introduced to this stud) 
through the portals of Rashi. So indispensable is 
Rasbi to an understanding of the Pentateuch that 
it has almost come to be regarded as an integral 
portion of the sacred text. Pious Jews regularly 
read Rashi on the weekly portion as a religious 
duty. He is at once the friend of old and young. 
No commentator has been, in his turn, more widely 
commented upon by others, not because he is 
obscure—quite the contrary—but because he ranks 


so high in popular estimation.

Nor has his influence been confined to Jews. His 
literal exegesis introduced a new method in the 
stady of Scripture, which Nicholas de Lyra copied 
so closely that he has been called his“ ape.” How 


profoundly de Lyra affected Luther and the Refor- 
mation is indicated in the famous couplet :— 
Si Lyra non lyrasset, 
Lutherus non saltasset. 
| Thus, in a sense, Rashi may be regarded as the 
Father of the Protestant Reformation. As to his 


influence on philological science, it may be mentioned 
that his works contain some 3,000 o!d French forms, 
which are invaluable to the student of that languave. 
° Rashi found time, amidst all his occupations, to 
compose various religious poems, which have been 
_ preserved in our penitential liturgy. But his com- 
- positions have no special merit. Itis as the Auntrus, 
|g or “commentator par excelience,”’ that his name will 
, endure so long as Jewish literature is studied. In 
4 $ this capacity he is without a rival; and though 
: Biblical exegesis has made enormous strides since 
his day, his writings are not, and are never likely 
to become, obsolete. He has produced a text-book 
for all time; a creative work of genius which no 
Biblical student can afford to disregard, let his 
critical standpoint be what it may.
